Health panel 
OKs benefits 
for IG city 
workers

R fter years of struggle, transgender 
employees of the city of San Fran¬ 
cisco will receive benefits - in¬ 
cluding coverage for some surgery - 
after the 2001-02 benefits package was 
approved Thursday, February 8 by the 
city’s Health Service Board. 

The board voted 5-1 to approve 
the plan, which includes benefits for 
all city workers, including the section 
on transgender benefits. The package 
next goes to the Board of Supervisors, 
which is expected to adopt it. 

While the number of transgender 
city employees is small - estimated at 
only 12 out of a city workforce of 
27,000 - Supervisor Mark Leno and a 
number of transgender activists 
hailed the historic decision, although 
Leno, sitting as the Board of Supervi¬ 
sors’ representative on the panel, 
noted the small number of transgen¬ 
der city workers. “It’s clearly quite dif¬ 
ficult to be¬ 
come employed 
by the city if 
one is transgen¬ 
der,” he said. 

“We’ve been 
working on this 
specific issue to 
remove exclu¬ 
sions since 
1995 and it is 
astounding and 
gratifying that 
the walls have just crumbled,” said 
Jamison Green. 

Marcus Arana, an employee with 
the city’s Human Rights Commission, 
also was pleased 
with the move 
but urged the 
health service 
board to go fur¬ 
ther. “I am a 
city employee 
who happens to 
be transsexual 
and while I do 
applaud the 
board for taking 
this up, I do 
urge the board to go a bit further and 
remove the one-year membership re¬ 
quirement,” Arana said. 

He was referring to the stipulation 
that transgender city workers must be 
enrolled in the health system for one 
year to receive the genital surgery 
benefit. That benefit is capped at 
$50,000, which also concerned Arana, 
who noted that sex reassignment 
surgery for female-to-male transgen¬ 
ders often exceeds that limit and is 
closer to $77,000. Other benefits, in¬

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Fire damages neui Haruegs on Polk

H n early morning fire on Sunday, January 
11 at the just-opened Harvey’s restaurant 
and bar on Polk Street drew 38 firefight¬ 
ers to the one-alarm blaze. 

The blaze was apparently caused by a 
grease fire in the kitchen area of the restau¬ 
rant but damage estimates were not available 
at press time. 

Harvey’s manager, Kevin Kropp, said that 
repairs at the already-popular bar and restau¬ 
rant are under way, including new equipment 
as well as interior and exterior repairs, such 
as replacement of the front windows. Kropp 
said that Harvey’s would be open for business 
within three weeks. 

“We have a cleaning company there right 
no\v>” Kropp said. “The best we can figure is 
that it was a grease fire of some type.” 

Employees had only recently added fin¬ 
ishing touches - including a paint job - for 
the instantly trendy establishment, and there 
had been a highly celebrated grand opening 
last Thursday, February 8. 

The addition of a full service, gay-identi- 
fied restaurant and bar to serve tourists and 
residents of the historic gay area of San 
Francisco was proving very beneficial, 
Kropp said.

Sales had doubled from last Thursday to 
Friday and doubled again last Saturday. 
Guests coming to Harvey’s for Sunday 
brunch were disappointed to find the site a 
disaster area and expressed concern that the 


damage might have been caused by a pipe 
bomb, Kropp said. 

The site at 1507 Polk and California Street 
is the second Harvey’s - the first is at the cor¬ 
ner of 18th and Castro. ▼

Out in the cold 

A fire leaves Castro worker homeless

J ust about every week in San 
Francisco people lose their 
homes because of escalating 
rents, but in the case of Jessica 
Clark, her loss was due to some¬ 
thing different. It was three weeks 
ago when she was working at her 
job in Friendly Spirits on Castro 
Street that a friend rushed by to tell 
her the devastating news. There 
was a fire in the section of the city 
where she lived, and her apartment 
was part of the house that burned. 

“God, it was incredible,” Clark 
said, when she looked at the 
building where she used to call 
home. “There was a big pile of 
burned out trash in front of the 
house - you know, the stuff fire¬ 
men throw out to make sure that 
there’s nothing smoldering. 

“The owner’s unit is unlivable 
because it will have to be gutted 
and probably rebuilt. The structur¬ 
al damage to the top of it is severe. 
I lived in the bottom in what would 
have been a garage. It was an in¬ 
law, comfortable and small, but it 
had its own bath. It was like living 
in a cave with a couple of windows, 
but considering I was paying very 
reasonable rent, it was affordable.” 

When Clark speaks, the an¬ 
guish of her experience is evident.

“I feel like a truck hit me,” she 
said. “The fact that my home was 
just, boom, pulled out from under 
me, is just more than you can pos¬ 
sibly imagine. I’ve been evicted 
twice in the last three years from 
my home, but that wasn’t nearly 
this fast. You had 30 days to pre¬ 
pare. You knew what was coming. 

“I am still tripping over things, 
and I can’t find things, and I won¬ 
der what I’ve done, what do I do 
tomorrow, where am I now. My 
brain is running a bit ragged, if 
you will. It’s horribly traumatic to 
lose your home like that.” 

Although the owner’s apart¬ 
ment was virtually destroyed, and 


there was water damage that af¬ 
fected her unit, many of Clark’s 
possessions and clothes were in¬ 
tact. Most importantly, her 10- 
year Old English tabby cat, Secret, 
was found alive and unhurt. 

“The poor baby was terrified,” 
Clark said. “She was my first 
thought. She’s not an outside cat, 
she doesn’t have front claws, and 
she’s just a great big lap kitty. The 
poor thing was cowering in the 
corner under my computer desk, 
and I literally had to drag her out. 
She kept trying to jump out of my 
arms, she was so scared.” 

Ken McDonald and David Jes¬ 
sup own Friendly Spirits, where 
Clark has worked for the last two 
years, and they have made their 
in-law apartment available as 
temporary shelter for her. 

“It was very nice that they of¬ 
fered,” she said, “because they knew 
I was stuck out in the cold. It’s won¬ 
derful, I work for the best guys in the 
world, for which I’m very grateful.” 

She’s also grateful to the San 
Francisco Fire Department “for 
being so fabulous and for putting 
the blaze out so quickly. They did 
a wonderful job, because the 
building looks like it was really en¬ 
gulfed at one time.” 

Clark said, “The one thing I 
would tell people, is always prepare

Workshop series for gay men dealing 
with breakups starts Wednesday

it groundbreaking series of 
1 seven free Wednesday 
Jril evening educational work¬ 
shops for gay men exploring issues 
surrounding the process of break¬ 
ing up with a boyfriend, partner, 
or lover begins on February 21. 

Sponsored by New Leaf, the 
workshops will be conducted by 
psychotherapist and author Neil 
Kaminsky, LCSW, and will explore 
a variety of related issues - from 
deciding when and how to termi¬ 
nate a relationship to grieving and 
moving on and then developing 
healthy relationships. 

Kaminsky has been in private 
practice in San Francisco for near¬ 
ly 15 years and is author of the 
book When It’s Time to Leave Your 


Lover-A Guide for Gay Men, pub¬ 
lished by Haworth Press. 

Issues of healthy trust and inti¬ 
macy and sense of self are issues 
which often affect gay men in rela¬ 
tionships, according to Kaminsky. 

“A lot of gay men have issues with 
honesty and trust,” Kaminsky said. “ 
The workshops are geared to 
cover most aspects of the breaking 
up process - including informa¬ 
tion and material for men who 
find themselves jilted. 

The February 21 workshop 
will cover “Making the Decision,” 
including 18 red flags to watch out 
for as signs that a relationship is 
unhealthy. The second session of 
the series on February 28 is called 
“Breaking Up Like A Grown-up.” 
The March 7 session, entitled “Gay 
Divorce,” deals with coping, griev¬ 
ing, and attaining closure - and 


when and how you should seek 
professional help if needed. On 
March 14, Kaminsky will cover 
becoming friends with your ex - 
and when you should never see 
the person again. 

The issue of rebound - falling 
in love right after a breakup - is 
dealt with in the March 21 session. 

The last two sessions of the se¬ 
ries on March 28 and April 4 cover 
post-breakup topics, including life 
lessons and learning to love again. 

The workshops are free, regis¬ 
tration is not required, and people 
can attend any or all of the ses¬ 
sions. The series will be held from 
7:30-9 p.m. at New Leaf, 1853

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Court strikes down 
portion of Prop. 21

P roposition 21 - the ballot 
measure overwhelmingly 
approved by voters last 
March that allows thousands of 
juvenile offenders to be tried as 
adults - was dealt a major blow 
last Wednesday, February 7 when 
a state appeals court struck down 
an important provision of the law. 

In a case involving eight San 
Diego teens who allegedly as¬ 
saulted and robbed five Mexican 
farm workers last year, attorneys 
for the youths argued that the 
county prosecutor should not be 
the person deciding the nature - 
and therefore judicial treatment - 
of the crime. The California 4th 
District Court of Appeals agreed, 
ruling unconstitutional the com¬ 
ponent of Proposition 21 that 
transfers the power to determine 
the severity of a crime from 
judges to prosecutors. That provi¬ 
sion, said the court, violated the 
U.S. Constitution’s separation of 
powers clause by taking authori¬ 
ty from the judicial branch and 
handing it to the executive 
branch. 

“Today the court reaffirmed a 
basic principle underlying our 
system of government - that the 
authority to prosecute someone 
for a crime and responsibility for 
sentencing the guilty should not 


be placed in the same hands,” said 
a statement from William LaFond, 
an attorney for one of the juve¬ 
niles. “The decision of whether or 
not to prosecute a juvenile as an 
adult is, in effect, a sentencing de¬ 
cision, because it pre-determines 
what will happen to a young per¬ 
son if he or she is convicted. 
Proposition 21 took that authori¬ 
ty away from an impartial judge 
and gave it to the district attorney, 
who is by definition a biased ad¬ 
vocate in an adversarial system. 
The court, by striking down this 
provision, restored the proper bal¬ 
ance to our system.” 

Opponents of Proposition 21 
were elated by the ruling, but oth¬ 
ers cautioned that many provi¬ 
sions of the right-wing “tough on 
crime” law remain in effect. 

“It is a significant ruling but 
we have to remember that Propo¬ 
sition 21 is much larger than this 
provision,” Robert Kim, an attor¬ 
ney with the American Civil Lib¬ 
erties Union of Northern Califor¬ 
nia, told the Bay Area Reporter. 
ACLU-NC is still involved in its 
own lawsuit against Proposition 
21, which is making its way 
through the Court of Appeals in 
San Francisco. “There are still 
hundreds of other provisions that 
affect minors and adults, so the 
ruling doesn’t gut it, but it does 
make a dent.” 

Proposition 21 is far-reaching, 


going so far as to define what con¬ 
stitutes a gang and calling for 
felony charges to be filed against 
crimes like graffiti. It is consid¬ 
ered by opponents to also be a 
racially charged initiative, hitting 
hard the crimes mostly associated 
with youths of color. 

And last week’s ruling does not 
mean that juvenile offenders can¬ 
not be tried as adults. 

“Many minors will continue to 
be tried as adults,” said Kim. “The 
ruling doesn’t affect the process 
by which minors are transferred 
to adult court, which existed be¬ 
fore Proposition 21. It also does¬ 
n’t affect a range of cases allowing 
prosecutors to file directly in 
adult court as mandated by the 
state legislature.” 

The San Diego district attor¬ 
ney has 30 days to appeal the rul¬ 
ing before it takes effect. Should 
the ruling stand, it will apply to 
the entire state of California until 
each district court makes its own 
ruling applicable to the locality it 
serves. 

Many queer youths and adults 
Were actively involved in the fight 
to defeat Proposition 21 last year, 
and the measure was defeated in 
most of the counties where 
demonstrations and education 
occurred. Proposition 21, cham¬ 
pioned by former Governor Pete 
Wilson, won statewide with two- 
thirds of the vote. ▼

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Twists continue in 
deadly dog mauling case 

Hearing held to determine fate of canine

I m ust when you thought it 
couldn’t get any more 
HP bizarre, the media circus sur¬ 
rounding the mauling death of 
Diane Whipple intensified this 
week with reports running the 
range from erotic photographs to 
an acknowledgment by an animal 
control attendant that a key piece 
of evidence was inadvertently de¬ 
stroyed. 

On Tuesday, February 13, at¬ 
tendees in a packed hearing room 
in City Hall heard two very differ¬ 
ent versions of what happened on 
the night of the January 26 attack 
and two very different accounts 
on the dispositions of Hera and 
Bane, the dogs involved in the at¬ 
tack. 

The focus of the hearing was to 
decide whether Hera should be 
destroyed. Bane was euthanized 
shortly after the attack. Animal 
Care and Control recommended 
at the conclusion of the hearing 
that Hera also be destroyed. The 
hearing judge, San Francisco Po¬ 
lice Sergeant Bill Herndon, said he 
would make a decision on Hera’s 
fate in two weeks. 

In the course of the hearing, 
Animal Care and Control atten¬ 
dant, Jessica Young, testified about 
a blunder that resulted in possible 
physical evidence of Hera’s in¬ 
volvement in the attack being de¬ 
stroyed. 

Hera has been kept in the cus¬ 
tody of Animal Care and Control 
since the incident. Young said the 
dog had her first bowel movement 
three days after the attack. Young 
said she noticed what appeared to 
be blue and white clothing fibers 
in Hera’s feces. That could have 
been critical evidence in deter¬ 
mining Hera’s culpability in the 
attack but Young said someone 
had picked up and disposed of the 


waste before she could notify her 
supervisor about it. No explana¬ 
tion was given over how such a 
mistake could have happened. 

Hera’s owner, Robert Noel, 
later countered Young’s state¬ 
ments by testifying that Hera like¬ 
ly picked up the blue and white 
fibers from a rug and a play ball 
that he had in his home. He added 
that he understood that Whipple 
was wearing khaki-colored cloth¬ 
ing at the time of the attack. 

Neither Noel nor his wife, 
Marjorie Knoller, were willing to 
comment on a bizarre broadcast 
report that first surfaced on the 
night before the hearing. KBWB 
and its sister station KNTV, re¬ 
ported that authorities confiscat¬ 
ed nude and sexually suggestive 
pictures of Knoller from the Peli¬ 
can Bay prison cell of her newly 
adopted son, Paul Schneider. The 
report said the photographs were 
turned over as potential evidence 
and at least one of them showed 


Knoller scantily clad with one of 
the dogs involved in the attack. 
The report cited sources with the 
Department of Corrections. 

“I don’t have any comment on 
that,” said Knoller in response to a 
question from the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter about the photographs. She 
denied the report in an interview 
with KPWB/KNTV outside the 
hearing room. 

San Francisco Police Lieu¬ 
tenant Henry Hunter referred 
questions on the photographs to 
the Department of Corrections. 
The CDC did not return the 
B.A.R.’s call. 

Meanwhile, the Anti-Defama¬ 
tion League this week blasted Noel 
for his adoption of Schneider, a 
member of the Aryan Brother¬ 
hood prison gang, and criticized 
Noel for implying that he is being 
victimized by authorities because 
he’s Jewish.

Potential wrongful death suit in mauling 
could be domestic partners rights test case

he fatal dog mauling of 

\ Diane Whipple could be a 
test case on the rights of do¬ 
mestic partners in civil court ac¬ 
tions. 

Whipple’s partner of seven 
years, Sharon Smith, likely will 
bring a wrongful death lawsuit 
against the owners of the two dogs 
involved in the January 26 attack 
on Whipple outside the couple’s 
Pacific Heights apartment. Cur¬ 
rently, state law allows only spous¬ 
es or close relatives of victims to re¬ 
cover damages for wrongful death. 

“There is no prior case in the 
state of California dealing directly 
with the issue of whether a same- 
sex partner is entitled to bring an 
action for wrongful death,” said 
Kate Kendell, the executive direc¬ 
tor of the National Center for Les¬ 
bian Rights. Kendell told the Bay 
Area Reporter that there were five 
cases in which an opposite-sex 
partner has tried to sue for wrong¬ 
ful death but all were thrown out. 

“The issue of sexual orienta¬ 
tion is an important one, because

as everyone knows, heterosexual 
couples can marry if they wish,” 
said Kendell. “So it’s particularly 
unjust in the case of a lesbian or 
gay couple to say ‘you can’t recov¬ 
er for wrongful death because 
you’re not married’ while at the 
same time prohibiting a lesbian or 
gay couple from getting married. 

“In other words, the argument 
can be made that you can’t deny a 


remedy when that remedy is de¬ 
pendent on marital status while at 
the same time closing the door to 
a couple ever getting that status.” 

In December, Assemblywoman 
Carole Migden (D-San Francisco) 
introduced AB25, which among 
other provisions, would provide 
equal rights to same-sex couples 
in civil lawsuits. The bill is backed 
by a half dozen state lawmakers 
including Senate President John 
Burton (D-San Francisco.) 
Kendell said she was optimistic 
AB25 would pass this year but she 
was doubtful it would help Smith. 

“Unfortunately, it’s completely 
unlikely that if the bill were to pass 
it would be applied retroactively, 
so it wouldn’t help Sharon Smith. 
But the existence of the bill, I 
would argue, is an indication of a 
change in public attitudes and 
recognition that this right, the 
right to sue for wrongful death, 
should be available to lesbian and 
gay couples. 

“The Sharon Smith case and 
Diane Whipple’s horrific death il¬ 
lustrate very poignantly why a bill 
like this is necessary,” said 
Kendell. ▼ 
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Controversy 
continues over alleged 
homophobic threats

T ensions around homopho¬ 
bic threats allegedly made by 
Redevelopment Commis¬ 
sioner Leroy King have continued 
to brew over the past few days, 
with King’s supporters once again 
calling for “unity,” as if the allega¬ 
tions were frivolous and concocted 
in order to separate communities. 

King, an African American 
icon in the labor movement, is ac¬ 
cused of verbal attacks and threats 
against Redevelopment Commis¬ 
sioner Mark Dunlop, who has al¬ 
leged that at an agency meeting on 
January 23, King told the openly 
gay Dunlop he was “not a real 
man,” and that his “sickness was 
starting to affect the mind.” He 
also allegedly said he knew people 
who could “take care of” Dunlop. 
Witness to this reported attack 
was Commissioner Ramon 
Romero, who has supported Dun¬ 
lop’s account of the events. Super¬ 
visor Tom Ammiano has publicly 
called for King’s resignation, 
Mayor Willie Brown has asked the 
state attorney general to investi¬ 
gate the matter, and the San Fran¬ 
cisco Police Department is look¬ 
ing into the charges as well. 

Supporters of King - who at 
last week’s Redevelopment Com¬ 
mission meeting unabashedly 
used phrases like, “I have many 
gay friends” and “I have been de¬ 
clared an honorary lesbian” to 
claim their expertise on what con¬ 
stitutes homophobia - were more 
subdued at the Board of Supervi¬ 
sors meeting on Monday, Febru¬ 
ary 12, where they didn’t have a 
chance to corner one gay man in 
a room full of heterosexuals. Pub¬ 
lic comment, although more po¬ 


lite, still neglected to mention the 
seriousness of the charges before 
King, an undisputed leader 
known for his work on behalf of 
many marginalized populations. 

“When we have icons, please 
respect that,” said labor represen¬ 
tative James Bryant to the board. 
“One climate we cannot let exist is 
one of separation. We need to put 
this thing to rest and resolve our 
differences.” 

But comments such as these, al¬ 
though they appear to be well-in¬ 
tentioned, in fact dismiss allega¬ 
tions of homophobic attacks as be¬ 
nign enough to be resolved with a 
simple handshake. And these opin¬ 
ions also are based on the assump¬ 
tion that the allegations are target¬ 
ed at a certain community, when in 
fact it is King’s supporters - of all 
colors - who seem determined to 
make the situation a racial issue. 

The seriousness of the allega¬ 
tions was emphasized at a meeting 
of the Labor Council on Monday 
night by Denise D’Anne, the 
council’s Pride at Work delegate 
and also a building inspection 
commissioner. D’Anne distrib¬ 
uted statements that called for in¬ 
vestigations of all work-related 
discrimination, and others de¬ 
nounced colleagues for declaring 
the Labor Council’s support of 
King without consulting the Pride 
at Work faction of the council. 

“We have too many examples 
of violence against our communi¬ 
ty,” said D’Anne’s statement. 
“Much of this violence is brought 
on by the careless expression of 
verbal slurs. 

“As a commissioner of the De¬ 
partment of Building Inspection, 
it concerns me that a premature 
exoneration of Mr. King without 
investigation would expose me to

yourself for the worst, even though it 
may never happen. Get fire insur¬ 
ance, even though you think you 
might never need it and even though 
you have sprinklers. My place had 
smoke alarms, but what good did 
that do once the fire started?” 

Clark now has to face the te¬ 
dious and uncertain task of find¬ 
ing a permanent place to live. She’s 
looking for a small studio that she 
could call home, but she also is 
willing to share. “Unless you make 


$100,000 a year you really almost 
can’t afford to live here alone,” she 
stated. “We live in the most beauti¬ 
ful city on the planet where most 
of the people in the world want to 
come and visit - and we live here. 
That license to live here is getting 
shorter and shorter every year, 
with the escalating cost of main¬ 
taining life. The citizens can’t af¬ 
ford to live in their own city. It’s a 
rather large tragedy when the peo¬ 
ple who make the city work have 
to live outside the city in order to 
be able to go to work in the city. 
There’s something very wrong 
with that picture.” ▼ 


exactly the same sort of attack al¬ 
leged by Mr. Dunlop.” 

D’Anne also stressed the com¬ 
mon histories and oppressions of 
African Americans and gays and 
said that everyone should come 
together under the motto, “An in¬ 
jury to one is an injury to all.” 

City leaders have reportedly 
been trying to get King and Dun¬ 
lop together for a discussion, but 
according to Dunlop, King refuses 
to do so unless Dunlop drops his 
charges. King could not be 
reached for comment. 

Mayor Brown has met with 
both men separately, and accord¬ 
ing to his spokesman P.J. John¬ 
ston, is distraught by the conflict. 

“He certainly doesn’t agree with 
the notion that it is a ridiculous 
charge that should not be looked 
into immediately,” Johnston told 
the Bay Area Reporter. “He does 
not, however, control members of 
the African American or labor 
communities who are speaking 
their own minds on this; that’s 
something folks are doing on their 
own. There are disputed versions of 
what the words were and what they 
meant, and the mayor has to use 
caution in how he moves forward. 
He is certainly distressed and this is 
causing considerable heartache 
here in the administration.” ▼ 
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Picking on transgenders 


S omething extremely rare occurred last 
week: the leaders of San Francisco’s 
two gay Democratic clubs, who are 
not known for seeing eye to eye on much, to¬ 
gether sent a letter to the San Francisco 
Chronicle protesting the way that transgen¬ 
ders and Supervisor Mark Leno were written 
about in recent columns by Phil Matier and 
Andrew Ross. Funny though, to date, their 
letter hasn’t appeared in the daily newspaper. 

The letter, signed by Paul M. Hogan, 
chair of the Alice B. Toklas Lesbian and Gay 
Democratic Club, and Jerry Threet, presi¬ 
dent of the Harvey Milk LGBT Democratic 
Club, took great exception to Matier and 
Ross’s “not-too-subtle shots at Supervisor 
Mark Leno for his advocacy on behalf of the 
city’s transgender community.” 

“Beginning with their January 15 criti¬ 
cism of Supervisor Leno’s introduction of 
transgender medical care legislation ( c a slam 
dunk for the Only in San Francisco Award’) 
and continuing with their tongue-in-cheek 
tone in noting his attendance at two trans¬ 
gender events in their February 2 column 
(‘Should be one big party’), Matier and Ross 
show the sort of insensitivity that regret¬ 
tably is the norm when transgender issues 
are discussed,” their letter stated. 

Hogan and Threet also pointed out that 
until fairly recently equal benefits for lesbian 
and gay people were considered “just a 
wacky San Francisco idea ...” and added that 
this is no longer the case because of the work 
of advocates on the Board of Supervisors. 
The two even acknowledged that the clubs 
they represent rarely agree on the issues. In 
last November’s election, for example, the 
Milk Club backed progressive candidates for 
supervisor, while the Alice Club backed can¬ 
didates supported by the mayor. Their dis¬ 
agreements have been aired regularly in this 
publication by letters to the editor from club 
members criticizing each other. 

Unfortunately, Matier and Ross’s latest 
lapse is not the only time they have poked fun 


at the community. A television commercial 
promoting the Chronicle that has aired on oc¬ 
casion shows Matier and Ross in drag, at¬ 
tempting to “get the story” by snoop¬ 
ing around City Hall dressed up as 
women. Is that another dig at the 
LGBT community? 

We, too, are bothered by the 
recent jabs taken by Matier and 
Ross, particularly in light of the fact 
that just last week the city’s Health Ser¬ 
vice Board adopted a benefits package 
for city workers that for the 
first time extends benefits such 
as sex reassignment surgery to 
city workers who are transgen¬ 
der. That inclusion took several years of 
work by transgender activists, who got a 
boost from Supervisor Leno in advocating 
for the change. The package includes the re¬ 
quirement that transgender city employees 


must be enrolled in the city’s health plan 
system for one year before they can take ad¬ 
vantage of the surgery benefit. We find this 
provision discriminatory (no other group 
has to wait a year before accessing ben¬ 
efits); however, overall we were 
pleased the health panel adopted the 
new package that at least starts to ad¬ 
dress some of the inequities transgen¬ 
der city employees face regarding ben¬ 
efits. 

In the future, we hope that - as 
Hogan and Threet stated in 
their letter - Matier and Ross 
will show more respect for 
transgender issues, and cease 
in their snide, flippant attempts to be het- 
erosexually humorous at the expense of a 
group of people who still must fight twice 
as hard for basic needs such as medical cov¬ 
erage. ▼ 




Gays & economic development

W e will never forget the look in the 
eyes of one person who braved a 
torrential San Francisco downpour 
to attend the queer economic development 
community forum in February 1998 - per¬ 
haps the first of its kind in the world. While 
the 30-plus other brave souls migrated from 
MCC back into the storm, a transgender 
woman hung back, waiting to speak to us. 
“Thank you so much,” she said. “The prob¬ 
lem for many of my friends is employment. 
We can’t get jobs because we can’t afford to 
complete the transition, or we can’t afford 
monthly electrolysis - it’s impossible to hold 
down a job when you have a 5 o’clock shad¬ 
ow to deal with. We are impoverished be¬ 
cause of this, and forced to work in the un¬ 
derground economy.” 

Of course, she was right: there was no 
support available for getting a few hundred 
bucks a month to maintain simple dignity 
and a 9-to-5 job. 

While the details may change, the pat¬ 
tern remains the same. As we - the EQ De¬ 
velopment Group - held other meetings 
and conversations around the LGBT com¬ 
munity since 1995 to sound out the notion 
of an economic development/empower¬ 
ment movement, we discovered profound 
similarities in our economic circumstances 
that cut across race, age, gender, and identi¬ 
ty, and even economic status and back¬ 
ground. These issue include: 

• Lesbians worrying about workplace 
discrimination and retirement savings. 

• Gay couples having nowhere to go in 
the community for personal banking or 
business lending. 

• HIV-positive mid-life people finding 
hope in the retrovirus cocktails, but limited 
options for concrete financial support as they 
seek to fulfill a newly discovered purpose. 

• Young gay immigrants to the gay mecca 
become “at risk” if they do not have a home 
or a job within three months of disem¬ 


barkation at our own Ellis Island, the cor¬ 
ner of Castro and Market. 

• LGBT folk in promising careers and re¬ 
lationships, combating the 300-plus forms 
of documented discrimination created by 
lack of marriage protection. 

We also discovered that we are in the dark 
about our real economic status: no in-depth 
socioeconomic studies have ever been done 
on the queer community in San Francisco. 

The issue of the economic stability is fi¬ 
nally being looked at, in conjunction with 
the support of Supervisor Tom Ammiano, 
and in collaboration with the Human Rights 
Commission, and other community organi¬ 
zations. A recent report resulted from this 
collaboration, which identifies a multi¬ 
tude of recommendations and eco¬ 
nomic related issues, including the 
possibility of forming an LGBT eco¬ 
nomic task force. 

Meanwhile, many in the San 
Francisco LGBT community are still 
being impacted by the economic 
tsunami of the last three 
years, and a related hous 1 
ing crisis. Studies and re¬ 
ports clearly show that the 
city did not fulfill its commitment to b,uild 
out its share of affordable housing. The Plan¬ 
ning Commission also is complicit in not 
putting in place a sustainable, community 
centered plan for San Francisco, as Portland 
and other municipalities have done. This is 
Widely known. What is not widely under¬ 
stood except among the politicos in town is 
this: if economics drives the gay population 
down in San Francisco, then the LGBT com¬ 
munity loses clout. And when we lose clout, 
the historical safety of San Francisco for gay 
people is undermined. That is but one of the 
many economic and political connections we 
all need to understand and act on. 

The HRC report creates the public poli¬ 
cy basis from which the public sector can 
begin to get more deeply interested in the 
status of our community. Implementing the 
report’s many fine recommendations, creat¬ 
ed by a broad spectrum of community 


members at an HRC hearing, is imperative, 
especially in the face of an economic down¬ 
turn and the many perils we face under a 
Bush administration. 

However, City Hall cannot and should 
not, be looked to to take care of the issue 
alone. There is much that must be done by 
our own independent actions to conscious¬ 
ly create economic wellness in the commu¬ 
nity, and in individual lives. Community- 
based initiatives in the nonprofit and for- 
profit sectors can work to: 

• Bring federal home-buying dollars to 
the community; 

• Create community-based banking pro¬ 
grams; 

• Pool our indigenous dollars to create 
and establish new sources of capital; 

• Build socially responsible gay owned 

R8cD-based firms, including in 
the drug sector; 

• Focus on lifelong LGBT ed¬ 
ucation, so that we, who are 
often without family resources, 
can be viable in the 
knowledge of the econo¬ 
my; 

• Start planning now 
for an aging LGBT community. 

One thing has become clear to us, as we 
have worked on economic issues: our lack 
of coordinated resources in the economic 
sphere is directly related to our struggles 
and status in the political and civil rights 
spheres. Economics, politics, and culture are 
part of a holistic weave that sets the context 
in which we create our lives - it is the es¬ 
sential and stabilizing foundation of the 
pink triangle, the sustainability of a vibrant 
21st century global LGBT community. We 
need to start an LGBT economic miracle, 
right here, in our backyard, right now, while 
we still can. T

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Queers come in all colors 

First of all, as both a person of color and former 
president of the Milk Club, I’m appalled to see the type 
of banter going regarding the Leroy King issue. I rarely 
raise the issue of my ethnicity, but it would seem that 
this time I need to get across to those folks who spoke 
on behalf of Leroy King that even African Americans 
and Latinos (of which I am both) are queer. 

Secondly, as a union member and activist living in 
San Francisco, Josie Mooney and Walter Johnson did 
not (and do not) speak on my behalf when they ad¬ 
dressed the Redevelopment Commission to speak on 
behalf of Commissioner King. Many of my friends 
and associates involved in the labor movement will 
never espouse the statements of support given on be¬ 
half of Leroy King, especially by people who don’t live 
in San Francisco. Publicly however, many people who 
do know the machinations of SF city politics may be 
misled into believing that union members believe 
queer folks go around attacking people of color or ac¬ 
cusing heterosexuals of homophobia because they 
don’t agree with them. 

The redevelopment meeting was one of the clum¬ 
siest, most oafish demonstrations of “solidarity” I’ve 
seen or heard about. What Mr. King allegedly said was 
egregious - plain and simple. Unfortunately, there is 
overwhelming evidence that this is not the first time 
Mr. King has done this. What the president of the 
Labor Council should be doing is asking Mr. King, 
“How dare you put us in this position?” There is no 
defense. People are not upset because he is black, 
white, gay or not gay. People are upset because there 
are allegations that Leroy King, who is supposed to 
represent the interests of all San Francis¬ 
cans, resorted to offensive name-calling 
and threats in an effort to get his way. Be¬ 
cause many of the people who came to 
speak on Mr. King’s behalf believe that the 
LGBT community is not up to the same 
standard of humanity as people of color, 
they chose to ignore that Mr. King may 
have violated these basic rules of con¬ 
duct. Raising the issue of racism in an 
attempt to deflect the issue didn’t work for Mabel 
Teng or Amos Brown, and it’s not going to work this 
time either. 

If Mr. King is found culpable, his seat on the com¬ 
mission should go the way of other citizens who abuse 
the position. Furthermore, this may be the time that 
our new Board of Supervisors should look at a new 
way to monitor the behavior of commissioners if the 
appointing officer chooses not to. 

The labor “leaders” who spoke on behalf of Leroy 
King are fortunate because as straight, middle-class 
white folks, they can publicly support the fundamen¬ 
tal rights of queers and people of color and at the end 
of the day, while driving out of the city, forget about 
them. We don’t have that luxury and they should be 
demanding as much justice as we are. 



also amount to threatening a commissioner with 
physical violence for supporting a measure with 
which King disagrees. Such discriminatory comments 
against Dunlop would violate city policy forbidding 
such discrimination and are an affront to civic dis¬ 
course. King’s reported threats against Dunlop, if true, 
also reach the level of criminal conduct and under¬ 
mine the ability of citizen commissions to function as 
an essential component of city government. 

San Francisco should be proud that we have so 
many qualified LGBT individuals serving their city 
and county on boards and commissions throughout 
local government. Nevertheless, we must stand firm 
against those who would abuse their positions by at¬ 
tacking LGBT individuals who give of themselves in 
such service. We therefore call upon the mayor and 
the Board of Supervisors to thoroughly investigate the 
charges against Leroy King, and if the charges leveled 
against Mr. King are found true, to call for his resig¬ 
nation as commissioner of the Redevelopment 
Agency. In the event King does resign, we call on 
Mayor Brown to replace Mr. King with one of the 
many African American individuals of integrity and 
civility who are available for service in this capacity.

Supports investigation of commissioner 

It has come to the attention of the Harvey Milk 
Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, Transgender Democratic Club 
that Redevelopment Commissioner Leroy King re¬ 
cently publicly attacked Commissioner Mark Dunlop 
in connection with Commissioner Dunlop’s advoca¬ 
cy of a code of ethics for redevelopment commis¬ 
sioners. 

Many of Leroy King’s defenders at the Redevelop¬ 
ment Commission’s meeting last Tuesday justified his 
remarks by baldly claiming they were not homopho¬ 
bic, and suggesting that the gay community should 
just “get over” its sensitivity around this issue.

“punk” or a “bitch.” Underlying the statements made 
by King is the belief that being a man is incompatible 
with being gay. King knows better than to make such 
statements. 

There is no doubt that Commissioner King has 
done so much good work for so many over the years 
that he has become a hero to many San Franciscans. 
Unfortunately, we often refuse to admit the possibili¬ 
ty that our heroes are human capable of making seri¬ 
ous mistakes. 

City commissioners should comport themselves in 
such a way that they serve as models of civility for the 
rest of San Francisco. If King made the statements re¬ 
ported above (and the evidence at this time supports 
the charge that King did make such statements) the 
lack of civility demonstrated by King is so severe that 
it calls into question his ability to continue to serve 
on the commission. 

Not only do King’s reported statements constitute

So you, too, hunger for a relationship, career satis¬ 
faction, a warm and happy home, and a connection 
with your changing neighborhood. Forget all the end¬ 
less years of therapy and the helpless self-help books. 
The greatest social strides I’ve made over the past 
decade have come over the past two months, while 
learning to be a good companion to my pup, Dr. Hap¬ 
good. He is training me well. 

Like many frenzied singles, by the end of Y2KI was 
starting to burn out on life in San Francisco. Yes, our 
mythic mecca can be a very lonely town: the hostile 
real estate market, the shame of being a “dot-com has- 
been” in a deflating economy, and painful reminders 
of substance abuse issues with tweaking on every 
other corner. When I arrived seven years ago, I ad¬ 
mired San Franciscans’ respect for the individual. But 
lately, I have experienced this “exaltation of indepen¬ 
dence” turning on itself, in the asocial forms like “fear 
of intimacy” and “affection deprivation.” 

Of all the goals I set for the new millennium, one 
has given greater purpose for and opened the door to 
accomplishing all other goals. That goal was to obtain 
a pup and to own full responsibility of becoming a 
loving canine companion. By odd circumstance, as I 
opened up to life outside myself, life opened up more 
to me. I knew that raising a healthy, well-adjusted 
puppy would entail specific canine socialization. I was 
not prepared for the extent to which it would extend 
my own social compassion and approachability. 

Becoming a good dog owner meant exercising 
“good citizen” values. Suddenly picking up unexpect¬ 
ed poop became a recommitment to social responsi¬ 
bility. Suddenly when passersby saw me panic, find¬ 
ing my baggy had escaped my pocket, neighborly 
strangers dashed - with pieces of plastic - unexpect¬ 
edly to my rescue. Now, people who had been invisi¬ 
ble to me because of their appearance, gender, or sex¬ 
ual orientation, suddenly became part of my own 
terre familia. 

Puppy protocol is exquisitely simple. They don’t 
wait for a formal introduction to let any stranger 
know when they are glad to meet them. And while my 
boundless little furry bundle lavishes his affection in¬ 
discriminately, I’m finding myself thanking strangers 
for their help and asking their names. And more often 
now, I’m finding myself simply listening to that 
stranger, rather than my trying to make my own im¬ 
pressive points. And suddenly, we are no longer just 
passersby, in a cold, lonely, expensive town. Sudden¬ 
ly, amazingly, other lives are opening up to me. My 
friendly Dr. Hapgood makes few judgments as they 
pet him; oddly I, too, am finding my own judgments 
becoming less convoluted. 

So in this empty city of endless e-mails and Inter¬ 
net dates that never happen, I’m now getting out more 
to take walks in an ever-changing neighborhood. With 
Dr. Hapgood, I am discovering that I indeed am part 
of a very warm community. Whenever I take my ther¬ 
apist out for a walk, the doctor is always in.

So far, he’s been noticeably quiet in calling on the DA’s 
office to effectively prosecute this case. 

Diane Whipple, and all of us, deserve better.

On behalf of the board of managers and the man¬ 
agement team of the Central YMCA, and as a mem¬ 
ber, I would like the opportunity to respond to the let¬ 
ter written by Mr. Robert M. Connett, and published 
in the February 8 issue of the Bay Area Reporter. The 
staff and board of the Central YMCA respect the good 
work that the Bay Area Reporter does to connect and 
communicate with members of the gay, lesbian, bi¬ 
sexual, and transgender community in the Bay Area, 
and our facility makes this newspaper available, 
among many other publications, to our members, 
hotel guests, and staff. 

The Central YMCA has stood on the corner of 
Golden Gate Avenue and Leavenworth Street, in San 
Francisco’s Tenderloin District, for 91 years. This in¬ 
stitution, which operates a youth center, a senior cen¬ 
ter, a free literacy school, as well as a state of the art fit¬ 
ness center, health center, and pool, is a mission-dri¬ 
ven, volunteer-based membership organization which 
opens its doors to all people. The Central YMCA has 
had a long history of welcoming diversity in our 
membership, volunteers, staff, and board, and does 
not exclude any person, regardless of means, gender, 
age, ethnicity, faith, or sexual orientation from par¬ 
ticipating in our organization. In return for commu¬ 
nity and fitness programs which address the needs of 
our members’ bodies, minds, and spirits, we ask only 
that our members, staff, and board adhere to four core 
character values and behaviors: honesty, respect, car¬ 
ing, and responsibility. These values form the basis of 
our honor code and our policies uniformly address 
and reinforce these character traits. 

The Central YMCA has over 5,000 members and 
550 youth members. Our staff, volunteers, and mem¬ 
bers take very seriously the needs and concerns of our 
community, especially concerning the enforcement of 
our character values. As a community, and as a mem¬ 
bership organization, we believe that inappropriate 
conduct within our facilities is a violation of the char¬ 
acter values of our organization. Any member of our 
community, be they staff, volunteer, program partici¬ 
pant, or board member, who engages in any inappro¬ 
priate conduct, such as violence, inappropriate sexual 
behavior, or verbal abuse, within our facilities faces the 
same consequence: termination of membership. This 
is in no way an arbitrary policy. Our staff is trained to 
document any such occurrence before making a deci¬ 
sion to terminate a membership, and any event not 
witnessed by one or more Central YMCA staff mem¬ 
bers, must be corroborated by one or more members, 
to ensure the validity of the complaint. 

Our community will not tolerate any form of vio¬ 
lence, bigotry, or harassing behavior, and we consid¬ 
er each of these to be contrary to the values in which 
we believe. Mr. Connett mentioned the close friend¬ 
ships and family atmosphere which are so much a 
part of the experience at the Central YMCA, and we 
hope that our policies and behaviors ensure a caring 
and nurturing environment for all who walk through 
our doors. Our membership has made it known that 
experiencing or observing any violence, bigotry, ha¬ 
rassing behavior, or inappropriate sexual conduct is 
both unpleasant and unacceptable. 

At the Central YMCA, we will respect the dignity, 
individuality, and confidentiality of anyone who uses 
our facilities, embrace all who espouse honesty, car¬ 
ing, respect, and responsibility, and protect our mem¬ 
bers, staff, and volunteers from behaviors which are 
antithetical to our mission and values.

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Schwarzenegger eyes 
guv race - in 2006

W eeks ago, this column 
mentioned that there was 
talk - serious talk - dur¬ 
ing the Bush inaugural festivities 
in Washington, about an Arnold 
Schwarzenegger for governor 
race; and the Arnold for governor 
talk has only increased in the past 
couple of weeks. 

The 53-year-old action film star 
has been openly talking of his pos¬ 
sible political future with the press 
and last week told the Los Angeles 
Times that he has a real “love for 
politics” and further told the Times 
that he was warning Governor 
Gray Davis that if he doesn’t show 
stronger leadership in the cur¬ 
rent state energy crisis, he 
(Schwarzenegger) might 
be willing to take the po¬ 
litical plunge as early as 
next year. In the Times in¬ 
terview, Schwarzeneg¬ 
ger said “the bottom 
line is if Davis goes on 
the way he is, 
then eventually 
there will be a 
vacuum in a 
year and I could ... I just will leave 
it open.” 

Those California Republicans 
attending the Bush festivities last 
month in Washington, D.C. said 
they are taking the Arnold for 
governor talk “very seriously” 
since the fortunes of the Califor¬ 
nia Republican Party couldn’t be 
much lower than they currently 
are; Democrats hold all statewide 
offices except one, control both 
houses of the Legislature, the state 
House delegation, and both U.S. 
Senate seats. Many state Republi¬ 
cans, including state GOP chair 
John McGraw, are said to be 
looking desperately for someone 
with name recognition and star 
quality, plus someone with the 
ability to finance his own cam¬ 
paign, to take on Davis, possibly as 
early as next year. 

Schwarzenegger, a native of 
Austria who became a U.S. citizen 
in 1983, is married to Maria 
Shriver, a correspondent for NBC 
and the daughter of Eunice 
Kennedy Shriver, the sister of the 
late John F. Kennedy, the late 
Robert Kennedy, and Massachu¬ 
setts Senator Ted Kennedy. In 
other words, Schwarzenegger, long 
a Republican icon, is married into 
American Democratic Party royal¬ 
ty, but the former Mr. Universe 
tells reporters that “my wife is a 
strong believer in all that I do and 
she will be 100 percent behind me; 
family’s family.” Could we actually 
see a Schwarzenegger for governor 
candidacy next year against Davis? 
Possibly, but not probable. 

The famous film star still com¬ 
mands up to $20 million per movie, 
but is said by friends to be tiring of 
the movie business and though 
actor-politicians are no novelty in 
this state (remember Ronald Rea¬ 
gan? George Murphy? Shirley 
Temple Black?), those close to the 
star of such action classics as The 
Terminator say it is likely that 
Schwarzenegger will probably 
spend a couple of more years mak¬ 
ing films, keeping his hands in Cal¬ 
ifornia Republican politics, and wait 
until 2006 to make a serious run for 
the Statehouse. 

Even with Schwarzenegger’s 
star name and multimillion dollar 
bank account, many Republicans 
feel that providing Davis can 


eventually come up with a plan to 
relieve the current energy crisis, he 
will be a tough incumbent to de¬ 
feat next year. The long-term Re¬ 
publican plan? Let termed-out 
Secretary of State Bill Jones play 
the sacrificial lamb role against 
Davis next year and wait until 
2006 when Davis would be barred 
from another term. With no in¬ 
cumbent Democratic governor 
and a star name like Schwarzeneg¬ 
ger at the top of the ticket in 2006, 
the California Republican Party 
could once again become a major 
party in California politics. 

Schwarzenegger would have 
some political fence-mending to 
do with the GOP’s far right, how¬ 
ever; he is known to favor abortion 
rights, gay rights, and 
gun control. He also 
has that career of ac¬ 
tion flicks to over¬ 
come. As a well- 
known professor of 
government in Cali¬ 
fornia said last week 
while discussing the se¬ 
riousness of a 
Schwarzeneg¬ 
ger candidacy, 
“when people 
think of Arnold Schwarzenegger, 
they don’t think of quiet, responsi¬ 
ble leadership in Sacramento; they 
think of murderous androids.” 
And, is Governor Davis at all con¬ 
cerned about a possible Arnold for 
governor candidacy, even in 2002? 
Garry South, Davis’s top political 
adviser, said last week that “if he 
runs, I’m sure it will be on the ... 
Republican platform of taking 
gratuitous violence out of our 
popular culture.” A Schwarzeneg¬ 
ger for governor candidacy next 
year? Not likely. But, an Arnold for 
governor show in 2006? Don’t bet 
against it.

Oakland political observers 
keep pointing out that Mayor 
Jerry Brown has suddenly taken 
to wearing dark suits, white shirts, 
and egad - even neck ties during 
public appearances - a sure sign 
that he is running for re-election 
next year and likely has national 
office in his sights again.

Fight for same-sex 
marriage seems stuck 
in a holding pattern

I t’s Valentine’s Day once again, 
and my partner and I still 
aren’t married. Like many 
other lesbian and gay couples, we 
wonder if we’ll ever get the 
chance. The same-sex marriage 
movement in this country, which 
enjoyed a revival after Vermont 
passed its civil unions law last 
spring, now appears to be in 
a holding pattern. Although 
the U.S. lesbian and gay 
movement garners the most 
publicity globally and often 
takes a leadership role, in the 
area of same-sex marriage 
it lags behind other 
countries. 

There was some 
forward mo¬ 
mentum here 
after Vermont, 
with bills to le- 

galize same-sex marriage intro¬ 
duced into the state legislatures of 
Maryland, Massachusetts, New 
York, and Rhode Island. At a les¬ 
bian and gay press summit last 
April, I heard a number of my col¬ 
leagues wax enthusiastic about 
some form of lesbian and gay 
marriage becoming the law of the 
land within the next decade. 

But then came the 2000 elec¬ 
tions. On the positive side, Ver¬ 
mont’s pro-civil unions governor, 
who was being threatened by the 
right-wing “Take Back Vermont” 
movement, held onto his post. But 
at the same time, Nebraska and 
Nevada passed anti-gay marriage 
ballot initiatives by overwhelming 
majorities, bringing the total of 
states with such laws on the books 
to a whopping 34. 

Unfortunately, some of the 
pro-gay marriage bills now in the 
legislatures may turn out to be 
largely symbolic. New York state 
Senator Tom Duane, an openly 
gay man who is sponsoring the 
gay marriage legislation in his 
state, said his bill is unlikely to get 
to the floor for a vote because of 
fierce Republican opposition. 
What’s more, Duane himself is 
lukewarm on the marriage bill,

admitting that he views the pas¬ 
sage of the Sexual Orientation 
Non-discrimination Act as far 
more important. “If you’re fired 
because you’re gay [in New York], 
there’s no recourse,” Duane told 
the Associated Press. As a result, 
even if lesbians and gay men had 
the right to marry in New York, 
“you’d be married and penniless 
[without SONDA],” says Duane. 
Add to all this the indignity of 
the U.S. Congress pushing to 
eliminate the so-called 
“marriage penalty tax,” 
with the strong support of 
the new president. Every time 
I hear that phrase, I wince - 
as if married couples, who 
enjoy 1,000 economic 
and legal benefits that 
single people don’t, could 
ever know 
what discrim- 

_ ination in this 

area of the 

law means. 

Clearly, the gay marriage fight 
is a more complicated one than 
we wanted to think or that our 
own leaders encouraged us to be¬ 
lieve. Not even the most strident 
marriage rights activists can talk 
anymore about packing our bags 
for Hawaii or Vermont or flood¬ 
ing the courts with lawsuits. I have 
long maintained that we ap¬ 
proached the issue prematurely 
and without a thorough under¬ 
standing of why Americans have 
such an aversion to gay couples 
marrying. 

Abroad, however, there’s good 
news on the gay marriage front 
from which we in the United 
States might glean valuable 
lessons. Just this month, a law in 
the Netherlands extending legal 
marriage to lesbian and gay cou¬ 
ples went into effect. It replaced a 
nationwide partnership registra¬ 
tion (sort of like Vermont’s civil 
unions), which was a first step in¬ 
stituted by the government in 
1998. The new Dutch law only 
covers citizens and legal residents, 
and same-sex marriages per¬ 
formed in Amsterdam won’t be 
recognized in other countries. But 
it’s still an important advance. 


In Canada, where a majority of 
citizens support same-sex mar¬ 
riage, the marriage rights move¬ 
ment is also one to keep a close 
eye on. On January 14, a notewor¬ 
thy development took place in 
Toronto when a minister at the 
local Metropolitan Community 
Church married a gay male cou¬ 
ple and a lesbian couple. But this 
time it wasn’t a commitment cer¬ 
emony without any legal bite. 

The Reverend Brent Hawkes, 
who officiated at the MCC cere¬ 
mony, found a brilliant and unique 
way to use religion - which is so 
often turned against gay people - 
to the legal advantage of same-sex 
couples. Ontario law prohibits gay 
couples from obtaining civil mar¬ 
riage licenses. But an old Anglo- 
Christian rite called the “reading of 
the banns” allows two adults (gen¬ 
der unspecified) to legally marry 
without a marriage license as long 
as their intention to wed is publicly 
declared for three consecutive 
weeks prior to the ceremony. 

Although the two same-sex 
couples met the requirement of 
the banns, the Ontario govern¬ 
ment still refuses to recognize 
them as legally married. So 
Hawkes has filed a lawsuit, claim¬ 
ing that the government violated 
his church’s religious freedom by 
denying its right to marry con¬ 
senting adults. The newlyweds, 
too, are expected to bring suit, 
joining a number of other gay 
couples in that country who al¬ 
ready have lawsuits pending. 

It’s important for us in the 
United States not to lose hope or 
interest in obtaining marriage 
rights. The fight for same-sex 
marriage is a global one, in which 
other countries are making strides 
that may eventually affect our 
own struggle for civil rights. ▼

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Poet Elizabeth Bishop

February 8, 1911 (90 years ago 
this month): The poet Elizabeth 
Bishop is born in Worcester, 
Massachusetts 

^|P oday recognized as one of 

B ;; the finest American poets of 
the 20th century, Elizabeth 
Bishop perfected a style of writ¬ 
ing based on precise and nuanced 
observation. But behind her care-. 
fully crafted poems lay a troubled 
life, marked by a struggle with al¬ 
coholism and a series of turbulent 
relationships with women. 

Tragedy came early for Bishop. 
Born February 8, 1911, in 
Worcester, Massachusetts, she 
never knew her father, who died 
from kidney disease when she 
was only 8 months old. Her 
mother, overcome with 
grief, went insane and was 
committed to a hospital 
when Bishop was 5. 

The girl was raised first by 
her mother’s family in rural 
Nova Scotia, then by 
relatives in Massa¬ 
chusetts, where she 
was miserable and 
suffered severe attacks of eczema 
and asthma. The eczema eventu¬ 
ally cleared, but asthma would 
torment her throughout her life. 

Her father’s family was 
wealthy, so Bishop was able to at¬ 
tend an exclusive girls’ boarding 
school, and then, in 1930, Vassar 
College. Although her remarkable 
literary gifts were already evident, 
her sense of herself as a writer 
took shape only after she met the 
poet Marianne Moore. This meet¬ 
ing was arranged by the Vassar li¬ 
brarian, who was a friend of 
Moore’s, and took place at the 
New York Public Library in 
March 1934. 

Moore became Bishop’s 
friend, mentor, and, perhaps 
most importantly, a living exam¬ 
ple of a poet thoroughly commit¬ 
ted to her craft. Speaking of her 
visits to the Brooklyn apartment 
Moore shared with her mother, 
Bishop wrote, “I never left ... 
without feeling happier: uplifted, 
inspired, determined ... never to 
try to publish anything until I 
thought I had done my best with 
it.” With Moore’s guidance, the 
young poet’s work began appear¬ 
ing in the leading literary jour¬ 
nals. 

While there may have been a 
romantic component in her rela¬ 
tionship with the unmarried 
Moore, who was 47 when they 
met, it probably remained unac¬ 
knowledged. But Bishop did have 
at least two lesbian relationships 
over the next decade. She also be¬ 
came close friends with the poet 
Robert Lowell in the late 1940s, 
but their relationship most likely

remained platonic, albeit flirta¬ 
tious. . 

Perhaps unable to accept 
her lesbianism, Bishop fell 
into a destructive cycle of 
binge drinking, self-re¬ 
crimination, and depres¬ 
sion, often aggravated by 
asthma. Nor could she re¬ 
ally settle down anywhere: 
in 1938, she bought a 
house in Key West 
with one of her girl¬ 
friends, but she con¬ 
tinued to divide her time between 
Florida, New York, and traveling. 
Although her poetry career took 
off in the 1940s - her first book 
was published in 1946 to great ac¬ 
claim, and she received a number 
of prestigious fellowships and ap¬ 
pointments - Bishop was feeling 
more and more confused about 
where her life was going. 

At the urging of her doctor, 
Bishop set off on a world cruise in 
the fall of 1951 with hopes of" 
clearing her mind, but she got 
only as far as Brazil. There she fell 
in love with Lota de Macedo 
Soares, a wealthy landowner, and 
decided to stay. Bishop managed 
to get both her drinking and her 
asthma under control and, for a 
few years, seemed to have found a 
home. Her happiness with Soares 
found expression in “The Sham¬ 
poo,” one of her few love poems: 
“The shooting stars in your black 
hair / in bright formation / are 
flocking where, / so straight, so 
soon? / - Come, let me wash it in 
this big tin basin, / battered and 
shiny like the moon.” 

But in the early 1960s, the re¬ 
lationship started to unravel. 
Soares took a highly stressful po¬ 
litical job, and Bishop began 
drinking again. After several dif¬ 
ficult years, Soares finally had a 
nervous collapse and a few 
months later, in September 1967, 
killed herself with a Valium over¬ 
dose during a trip to New York. 

Bishop’s personal life was in 
shambles, but her career was 
thriving: she had won the Pulitzer 
Prize for poetry in 1956, and in 
1970, her Complete Poems won 
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and the Republicans will stop 
hounding Clinton. Likely, it will 
never happen as long as Chris 
Matthews of MSNBC and his Re¬ 
publican allies have Bill and 
Hillary to kick around. 

While Governor Davis fights to 
find an answer to the state’s energy 
crisis he has increasingly come 
under attack from California Re¬ 
publicans. Maybe it is criticism 
well founded, but, hey, wasn’t it 
Davis’s GOP predecessor, Pete 
Wilson, who pushed the state into 
deregulation while he was gover¬ 
nor? Meanwhile, while Davis con¬ 


tinues to take the arrows, San 
Francisco state Senator John Bur¬ 
ton is getting high marks for his 
leadership efforts in the current 
electricity crisis. Incidentally, when 
you get your next electricity bill 
you might want to know that 
while this energy problem was 
slowly building up, executives at 
both PG&E and Southern Califor¬ 
nia Edison were doing all right for 
themselves. I understand that 
Southern California Edison’s CEO, 
John Bryson, earned $999,000 in 
salary plus a bonus of $1,260,000 in 
1999 while Robert Glen, PG8cE’s 
CEO, reportedly picked up a nifty 
$2,000,000 in salary and bonuses 
in the same year. 

And how was your week? ▼ 


the National Book Award. That 
same year, she was offered a posi¬ 
tion teaching poetry at Harvard 
University. 

There she fell in love with 
Alice Methfessel, a 26-year-old 
administrative assistant. Because 
of Bishop’s drinking and general 
neediness, the relationship was 
often strained. In 1975, when it 
looked like it would be over, 
Bishop wrote what has become 
her most' famous poem, “One 
Art,” which begins, “The art of 
losing isn’t hard to master.” But 
Methfessel, in fact, stayed with 
Bishop right up to the poet’s 
death, of a cerebral aneurysm, on 
October 6, 1979, at her home in 
Boston. 

Bishop’s self-destructive 
drinking may well reflect an inner 
turmoil linked to her homosexu¬ 
ality. Still, one of her last poems 
hints that Bishop was on the verge 
of self-acceptance. “Sonnet,” 
which opens with an image of the 
bubble “caught” in a carpenter’s 
level, “a creature divided,” ends 
with an image of liberation ex¬ 
pressed in what is surely an inten¬ 
tional play on words: 

“Freed - the broken / ther¬ 
mometer’s mercury / running 
away; / and the rainbow-bird / 
from the narrow bevel / of the 
empty mirror, / flying wherever / 
it feels like, gay!” ▼

Gay man executed in Missouri

hortly after midnight last 
, Wednesday, February 7, 

' Stanley Dewaine Lingar, a 
mentally impaired gay man, was 
executed by lethal injection in Mis¬ 
souri. The execution came after the 
U.S. Supreme Court denied Lin- 
gar’s final appeal on February 7, 
and Missouri Governor Bob Hold¬ 
en denied Lingar’s request for 
clemency later the same day. It was 
the culmination of a case that has 
garnered considerable attention 
from gay activists and others who 
oppose the death penalty. 

In 1986, Lingar was convicted 
ofkilling Thomas Allen, a 16-year- 
old Missouri youth; Lingar was 21 
at the time of the crime. Allen was 
driving home from his girlfriend’s 
house near the town of Doniphan, 
Missouri on January 6,1985 when 
he ran out of gas. Lingar and 
David Smith, who had both con¬ 
sumed large amounts of alcohol, 
picked up Allen along the side of 
the road. Instead of driving him to

a service station as they had 
promised, they drove to nearby 
Lingo Lake. Smith testified that the 
pair ordered Allen to undress and 
masturbate. Once Allen was out of 
the car, Lingar beat him with a tire 
iron, shot him, and ran over him 
twice with a car; the two men then 
dumped Allen’s body in a river. 

In exchange for Smith’s testi¬ 
mony against Lingar during the 
first phase of the trial, he was al¬ 
lowed to plead guilty to second- 
degree murder and was sentenced 
to 10 years in prison, of which he 
served six. Lingar had stated that 
he was too drunk to remember 
anything about the events the 
night of the murder. 

Opponents of Lingar’s execu¬ 
tion claimed that Lingar suffered 
from various mental disorders 
and was borderline developmen- 
tally disabled with an IQ of 80, a 
fact that Lingar’s original trial at¬ 
torney neglected to bring up. They 
also claimed that Lingar was con¬ 
victed based solely on the testi¬ 
mony of Smith, which was suspect 
given the leniency he received in 
exchange for his cooperation. 

But the most disturbing charge 
was that the prosecution appealed 
to the jury’s homophobia in an at¬ 
tempt to get a more severe pun¬ 
ishment for Lingar. During the 
penalty phase of the trial, when 
asked to present additional infor¬ 
mation to help the jury decide on 
an appropriate punishment, the 
prosecution called on Smith to 
testify that he and Lingar had been 
lovers for three years. The prose¬ 
cution argued that Lingar’s sexual 
orientation was relevant to the 
motive for the murder, speculat¬ 
ing that Lingar may have killed 
Allen to “cover up” his homosexu¬ 
ality. According to a statement 
from Amnesty International, “It 
appears as though the prosecu¬ 


tor’s sole intention was to stir up 
homophobia among the jurors, 
who were drawn from a conserva¬ 
tive and rural area of southeastern 
Missouri.” According to Kent Gip¬ 
son, Lingar’s attorney during the 
appeals process, “His sexual orien¬ 
tation offended the jury - they de¬ 
cided that they should kill him be¬ 
cause he was a deviant.” 

Missouri Attorney General Jay 
Nixon maintained that it was “the 
brutality of the crime, not the sex¬ 
ual orientation of the killer” that 
led to Lingar’s death sentence. 

Lingar’s case had been under¬ 
going appeals for 15 years. The 
Eighth Circuit Court of Appeals 
voted 2-1 to uphold his convic¬ 
tion. The appeals court deter¬ 
mined that the introduction of ev¬ 
idence about Lingar’s sexual ori¬ 
entation was indeed unconstitu¬ 
tional, but that it did not affect the 
outcome of the trial. However, the 
dissenting judge decried the fact 
that the jury was not informed of 
Lingar’s mental impairment, stat¬ 
ing that there was “no reasonable 
probability that a jury advised of 
these circumstances would have 
imposed the death sentence on 
this mentally retarded and men¬ 
tally disturbed young man.” 

The effort to halt Lingar’s exe¬ 
cution received support from 
Amnesty International, the Inter¬ 
national Gay and Lesbian Human 
Rights Commission, and the New 
York-based gay activist group 
Queer Watch, all of which oppose 
the death penalty. According to Bill 
Dobbs of Queer Watch, “There is 
concern that he got the death 
penalty because he is gay ... I 
think the country has gotten more 
aware of how race and class preju¬ 
dice can work its way into the ju¬ 
dicial system. This kind of preju¬ 
dice - gay prejudice - can work its 
way into courts as well.” ▼

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Interrupting HIV therapy: Hope or hype?

H i he great debate raging with- 
> in the practice of HIV med- 
.1 icine is over what one 
should hope to accomplish by in¬ 
terrupting highly active antiretro¬ 
viral therapy (HAART). The par¬ 
ticular goal will shape the dura¬ 
tion of an interruption and the 
measure used to decide when to 
restart therapy. 

Supporters of alternative ap¬ 
proaches offered data from very 
small groups of patients to bolster 
their positions at the eighth annu¬ 
al Conference on Retroviruses and 
Opportunistic Infections held 
February 4-8 in Chicago. 

Dr. Anthony Fauci, director of 
the National Institute of Allergy 
and Infectious Diseases at the Na¬ 
tional Institutes of Health, laid out 
three reasons why people are con¬ 
sidering structured interruptions 
of therapy in treating HIV. 

One is the hope that virus 
which has mutated resistance to 
drugs will be less fit when those 
drugs are removed. Given ade¬ 
quate time, the mutant virus may 
fade away and the original wild 
type virus will reestablish itself. 
Wild type virus would be more 
vulnerable to the drugs, though it 
seems likely that given enough 
time, drug-resistant mutants will 
reemerge. 

Another approach known as 
“auto-immunization” theorizes 
that low levels of HIV do not ade¬ 
quately stimulate the immune sys¬ 
tem to suppress the virus. Remov¬ 
ing therapy and allowing the viral 
load to grow may stimulate an im-

mune response. Then therapy is 
restarted. Repeating this cycle may 
result in better control of the virus 
by T-cells and antibodies and allow 
for greater periods of time off of all 
therapy.

Fauci supports a third ap¬ 
proach. Given the limitations of 
current drugs to suppress HIV 
and the toxicities associated with 
those drugs, his goal is simply “to 
get people off therapy for a well- 
defined period of time.” He calls it 
structured interruption of thera¬ 
py (SIT) and he has tried a couple 
of variations. 

For patients on HAART, the 
most successful cycle has been one 
of seven days off therapy and 
seven days back on. A number of 
studies have shown that with an 
undetectable viral load and the 
exponential growth of the virus, it 
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takes more than a week for it to 
multiply enough to reach de¬ 
tectable levels. 

Fauci said that on the seven- 
day cycle, “the virus does not re¬ 
bound, there is no negative im¬ 
pact on the immune system, and 
we have not seen the emergence of 
any resistance.” He cautioned that 
only 10 patients were involved, 
and none have been on this cycle 
for more than 44 weeks. “But it 
does tell you that it is at least fea¬ 
sible to pursue that,” he said. 

He added that most patients 
really want a break from the ther¬ 
apy. “It’s a big deal to patients if 
you don’t have to take drugs 50 
percent of the time.” 

Another caveat is that these in¬ 
terruptions have only been tried 
with drugs that have a short half- 
life, so as not to promote drug mu¬ 
tation resistance as the blood levels 
trail off. Fauci’s NIH team does not 
interrupt use of Sustiva (efavirenz), 
or abacavir, and on regimens that

help from drugs.

use low dose ritonavir to enhance 
retention of protease inhibitors, 
they stop the ritonavir a day before 
the other drugs. 

He said, “The adherence prob¬ 
lem is no worse and perhaps bet¬ 
ter than with people who are on 
continuous therapy.” Fauci ex¬ 
pects that there will be a decline in 
lipid and other metabolic side ef¬ 
fects simply because total expo¬ 
sure to drug is less. It will take a 
longer time to see any physical 
changes in patients, however, and 
his current study does not have a 
large enough number of patients 
to produce solid answers. 

Auto-immunization 

Bruce Walker’s group at Mass¬ 
achusetts General Hospital pre¬ 
sented data on 14 patients who 
began therapy during acute infec¬ 
tion. That is the very brief window 
of about 90 days between expo¬ 
sure to HIV and seroconversion, 
the development of antibodies 
that show up on the standard Elisa 
screening test for HIV. 

They were on HAART for at 
least a year with undetectable viral 
load before trying a structured in¬ 
terruption to stimulate an im¬ 
mune response. When they 
stopped taking their drugs, all of 
the patients showed a dramatic in¬ 
crease in viral load, most passing 
50,000 copies. But once they were 
exposed to enough virus, the im¬ 
mune system kicked in, lowering 
and controlling the virus with no 


and all could control the virus at 
a viral load of a few thousand 
copies or less after four cycles. 
Some of these patients continue to 
control viral replication after 
more than a year off of drugs. 

Walker performed a number of 
sophisticated tests and found that 
“early treatment prevented or im¬ 
paired viral diversification.” The 
immune system was better able to 
contain a narrow range of virus. 
By contrast, patients with chronic 
infection had a more diverse pool 
of virus, a more diverse immune 
response, and were less able to 
control the infection. 

Marty Markowitz, a leading re¬

York, had much less success with 
strategic interruptions. Patients 
who started therapy during 
chronic infection generally had 
inconsistent control of the virus 
when they went off therapy, and 
repeated cycles on and off drugs 
did not necessarily generate better 
immune control of the virus. 

However, some patients were 
able to go off therapy for weeks or 
months at a time, sometimes with 
significant control of viral replica¬ 
tion. They were able to restart 
therapy and attain the same level 
of viral suppression that they had 
prior to their last interruption. 

Shaping a paradigm 

No one has yet put together a 
grand strategy for staging inter¬ 
ruptions. Part of the equation 
must be a patient’s CD4 count, as 
T-cells will start to be destroyed 
soon after therapy is stopped and 
the virus rebounds. The higher 
the count above the warning line 
of 200 T-cells, the more flexibility 
a patient has to take a chance and 
still rebuild whatever T-cells are 
lost during an interruption. 

Five to 15 percent of patients 
“will control viremia when you 
stop therapy,” without any further 
cycling of interruptions, said 
Fauci. They are, generally but per¬ 
haps not exclusively, patients who 
started therapy during acute in¬ 
fection. 

So perhaps it makes sense to 
begin a first interruption under 
Walker’s guidelines of letting HIV 
rebound to see the viral set point 
where the immune system con¬ 
trols replication. His criteria for 
restarting is a single viral load 
above 50,000 copies, or greater 
than 5,000 copies for three con¬ 
secutive weeks, numbers that he 
admits are arbitrary. 

Two or three cycles should give 
an indication of whether the im¬ 
mune system is learning to better 
control the viremia it is exposed 
to. Most patients will learn that 
they will not be able to go an ex¬ 
tended period of time without 
therapy, but the only way to learn 
those limits is to try. 

Patients who have developed 
drug-resistant virus might want to 
try an extended interruption of 
six months to see if the mutant 
will revert to an easier to treat wild 
type variation of HIV. Unfortu¬ 
nately, most patients with resistant 
virus have had relatively low CD4 
counts and cannot afford to spend 
that much time off therapy with¬ 
out severely depleting their T- 
cells. Some experienced patients 
have had success building up 
those counts with IL-2 therapy 
and then were able to take an ex¬ 
tended interruption. 

Finally, it appears that Fauci’s 
seven-day cycle off and on therapy 
is safe and well tolerated by pa¬ 
tients with low or undetectable 
viral loads. It is unclear whether 
patients with advanced disease

WARNING: ZIDOVUDINE. ONE OF THE TWO ACTIVE INGREDIENTS IN COMBIVIR, HAS BEEN ASSOCIATED 
WITH HEMATOLOGIC TOXICITY INCLUDING NEUTROPENIA AND SEVERE ANEMIA, PARTICULARLY IN PATIENTS 
WITH ADVANCED HIV DISEASE (SEE WARNINGS). PROLONGED USE OF ZIDOVUDINE HAS BEEN ASSOCIATED 
WITH SYMPTOMATIC MYOPATHY. 

LACTIC ACIDOSIS AND SEVERE HEPATOMEGALY WITH STEATOSIS, INCLUDING FATAL CASES, HAVE BEEN 
REPORTED WITH THE USE OF NUCLEOSIDE ANALOGUES ALONE OR IN COMBINATION, INCLUDING LAMIVUDINE,

INDICATIONS AND USAGE: COMBIVIR in combination with other antiretroviral agents is indicated for the treatment 
of HIV infection. 

Description of Clinical Studies: COMBIVIR: There have been no clinical trials conducted with COMBIVIR. See CLINICAL 
PHARMACOLOGY for information about bioequivalence. One COMBIVIR Tablet given twice a day is an alternative regimen 
to EPIVIR Tablets 150 mg twice a day plus RETROVIR 600 mg per day in divided doses. 

Lamivudine Plus Zidovudine: The NUCB3007 (CAESAR) study was conducted using EPIVIR 150-mg Tablets (150 mg 
b.i.d.) and RETROVIR 100-mg Capsules (2 x 100 mg t.i.d.). CAESAR was a multicenter, double-blind, placebo-controlled 
study comparing continued current therapy [zidovudine alone (62% of patients) or zidovudine with didanosine or zalcitabine 
(38% of patients)) to the addition of EPIVIR or EPIVIR plus an investigational non-nucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitor, 
randomized 1:2:1. A total of 1816 HIV-infected adults with 25 to 250 (median 122) CD4 cells/mm 3 at baseline were enrolled: 
median age was 36 years, 87% were male, 84% were nucleoside-experienced, and 16% were therapy-naive. The median 
duration on study was 12 months. Results are summarized in Table 1.

CONTRAINDICATIONS: COMBIVIR Tablets are contraindicated in patients with previously demonstrated clinically significant 
hypersensitivity to any of the components of the product. 

WARNINGS: COMBIVIR is a fixed-dose combination of lamivudine and zidovudine. Ordinarily, COMBIVIR should not be 
administered concomitantly with either lamivudine or zidovudine. 

The complete prescribing information for all agents being considered for use with COMBIVIR should be consulted before 
combination therapy with COMBIVIR is initiated. 

Bone Marrow Suppression: COMBIVIR should be used with caution in patients who have bone marrow compromise 
evidenced by granulocyte count <1000 cells/mm 3 or hemoglobin <9.5 g/dL (see ADVERSE REACTIONS). 

Frequent blood counts are strongly recommended in patients with advanced HIV disease who are treated with 
COMBIVIR. For HIV-infected individuals and patients with asymptomatic or early HIV disease, periodic blood counts are 
recommended. 

Lactic Acidosis/Severe Hepatomegaly with Steatosis: Lactic acidosis and severe hepatomegaly with steatosis, including 
fatal cases, have been reported with the use of nucleoside analogues alone or in combination, including lamivudine, 
zidovudine, and other antiretrovirals, A majority of these cases have been in women. Obesity and prolonged nucleoside 
exposure may be risk factors. Particular caution should be exercised when administering COMBIVIR to any patient with 
known risk factors for liver disease; however, cases have also been reported in patients with no known risk factors. 
Treatment with COMBIVIR should be suspended in any patient who develops clinical or laboratory findings suggestive of 
lactic acidosis or pronounced hepatotoxicity (which may include hepatomegaly and steatosis even in the absence of marked 
transaminase elevations). 

Myopathy: Myopathy and myositis, with pathological changes similar to that produced by HIV disease, have been 
associated with prolonged use of zidovudine, and therefore may occur with therapy with COMBIVIR. 

PRECAUTIONS: 

Patients With HIV and Hepatitis B Virus Coinfection: In clinical trials and postmarketing experience, some patients with 
HIV infection who have chronic liver disease due to hepatitis B virus infection experienced clinical or laboratory evidence of 
recurrent hepatitis upon discontinuation of lamivudine. Consequences may be more severe in patients with decompensated 
liver disease. 

Patients With Impaired Renal Function: Reduction of the dosages of lamivudine and zidovudine is recommended for 
patients with impaired renal function. Patients with creatinine clearance <50 mL/min should not receive COMBIVIR. 
Information for Patients: COMBIVIR is not a cure for HIV infection and patients may continue to experience illnesses 
associated with HIV infection, including opportunistic infections. Patients should be advised that the use of COMBIVIR has 
not been shown to reduce the risk of transmission of HIV to others through sexual contact or blood contamination. Patients 
should be informed that the major toxicities of COMBIVIR are neutropenia and/or anemia. They should be told of the 
extreme importance of having their blood counts followed closely while on therapy, especially for patients with advanced 
HIV disease. Patients should be advised of the importance of taking COMBIVIR as it is prescribed. 

Drug Interactions: Coadministration of ganciclovir, interferon-alpha, and other bone marrow suppressive or cytotoxic agents 
may increase the hematologic toxicity of zidovudine (see CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY section of full prescribing information). 
Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, and Impairment of Fertility: Carcinogenicity: 

Lamivudine: Lamivudine long-term carcinogenicity studies in mice and rats showed no evidence of carcinogenic potential 
at exposures up to 10 times (mice) and 58 times (rats) those observed in humans at the recommended therapeutic dose. 

Zidovudine: Zidovudine was administered orally at 3 dosage levels to separate groups of mice and rats (60 females and 
60 males in each group). Initial single daily doses were 30,60, and 120 mg/kg per day in mice and 80,220, and 600 mg/kg 
per day in rats. The doses in mice were reduced to 20, 30, and 40 mg/kg per day after dav 90 because of 
treatment-related anemia, whereas in rats only the high dose was reduced to 450 mg/kg per day on day 91 and then to 300 
mg/kg per day on day 279. 

In mice, 7 late-appearing (after 19 months) vaginal neoplasms (5 nonmetastasizing squamous cell carcinomas, 1 
squamous cell papilloma, and 1 squamous polyp) occurred in animals given the highest dose. One late-appearing 
squamous cell papilloma occurred in the vagina of a middle-dose animal. No vaginal tumors were found at the lowest dose. 

In rats, 2 late-appearing (after 20 months), nonmetastasizing vaginal squamous cell carcinomas occurred in animals 
given the highest dose. No vaginal tumors occurred at the low or middle dose in rats. No other drug-related tumors were 
observed in either sex of either species. 

At doses that produced tumors in mice and rats, the estimated drug exposure (as measured by AUC) was approximately 

3 times (mouse) and 24 times (rat) the estimated human exposure at the recommended therapeutic dose of 100 mg every 

4 hours. 

Two transplacental carcinogenicity studies were conducted in mice. One study administered zidovudine at doses of 
20 mg/kg per day or 40 mg/kg per day from gestation day 10 through parturition and lactation with dosing continuing in 
offspnng for 24 months postnatally. The doses of zidovudine employed in this study produced zidovudine exposures 
approximately 3 times the estimated human exposure at recommended doses. After 24 months, at the highest dose, an 
increase in incidence of vaginal tumors was noted with no increase in tumors in the liver or lung or any other organ in either 
gender. These findings are consistent with results of the standard oral carcinogenicity study in mice, as described earlier. A 
second study administered zidovudine at maximum tolerated doses of 12.5 mg/day or 25 mg/day (-1000 mg/kgnonpregnant 
body weight or -450 mg/kg of term body weight) to pregnant mice from days 12 through 18 of gestation. There was an 
increase in the number of tumors in the lung, liver, and female reproductive tracts in the offspring of mice receiving the 
higher dose level of zidovudine. 

It is not known how predictive the results of rodent carcinogenicity studies may be for humans. 

Mutagenicity: Lamivudine: Lamivudine was negative in a microbial mutagenicity screen, in an in vitro cell 
transformation assay, in a rat micronucleus test, in a rat bone marrow cytogenetic assay, and in an assay for unscheduled 
DNA synthesis in rat liver. It was mutagenic in a L5178Y/TK +/ " mouse lymphoma assay and clastogenic in a cytogenetic 
assay using cultured human lymphocytes. . 

Zidovudine: Zidovudine was mutagenic in a L5178Y/TK +/ ‘ mouse lymphoma assay, positive in an in vitro cell 
transformation assay, clastogenic in a cytogenetic assay using cultured human lymphocytes, and positive in mouse and rat 
micronucleus tests after repeated doses. It was negative in a cytogenetic study in rats given a single dose. 

Impairment of Fertility: Lamivudine: In a study of reproductive performance, lamivudine, administered to male and 
female rats at doses up to 130 times the usual adult dose based on body surface area considerations, revealed no evidence 
of impaired fertility (judged by conception rates) and no effect on the survival, growth, and development to weaning of the 
offspring. 

Zidovudine: Zidovudine, administered to male and female rats at doses up to 7 times the usual adult dose based on body 
surface area considerations, had no effect on fertility judged by conception rates. 

Pregnancy: Pregnancy Category C. 

COMBIVIR: There are no adequate and well-controlled studies of COMBIVIR in pregnant women. Reproduction studies 
with lamivudine and zidovudine have been performed in animals (see Lamivudine and Zidovudine sections below). 
COMBIVIR should be used during pregnancy only if the potential benefits outweigh the risks. 


Lamivudine: Reproduction studies with orallv administered lamivudine have been performed in rats and rabbits at 130 
and 60 times, respectively, the usual adult dose (based on relative body surface area) and have revealed no evidence of 
teratogenicity. Some evidence of early embryolethality was seen in the rabbit at doses similar to those produced by the usual 
adult dose and higher, but there was no indication of this effect in the rat at orally administered doses up to 130 times the 
usual adult dose. Studies in pregnant rats and rabbits showed that lamivudine is transferred to the fetus through the placenta. 

Zidovudine: Reproduction studies with orally administered zidovudine in the rat and in the rabbit at doses up to 
500 mg/kg per day revealed no evidence of teratogenicity with zidovudine. Zidovudine treatment resulted in embryo/fetal 
toxicity as evidenced by an increase in the incidence of fetal resorptions in rats given 150 or 450 mg/kg per day and rabbits 
given 500 mg/kg per day. The doses used in the teratology studies resulted in peak zidovudine plasma concentrations (after 
one-half of the daily dose) in rats 66 to 226 times, and in rabbits 12 to 87 times, mean steady-state peak human plasma 
concentrations (after one-sixth of the daily dose) achieved with the recommended daily dose (100 mg every 4 hours). In an 
additional teratology study in rats, a dose of 3000 mg/kg per day (very near the oral median lethal dose in rats of 
3683 mg/kg) caused marked maternal toxicity and an increase in the incidence of fetal malformations. This dose resulted 
in peak zidovudine plasma concentrations 350 times peak human plasma concentrations. No evidence of teratogenicity was 
seen in this experiment at doses of 600 mg/kg per day or less. Two rodent carcinogenicity studies were conducted (see 
Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, Impairment of Fertility). 

Antiretroviral Pregnancy Registry:To monitor maternal-fetal outcomes of pregnant women exposed to COMBIVIR and 
other antiretroviral agents, an Antiretroviral Pregnancy Registry has been established. Physicians are encouraged to register

Mothers: The Centers for Disease Control and Prevention recommend that HIV-infected mothers not breastfeed 
nts to avoid risking postnatal transmission of HIV infection. 

COMBIVIR: Zidovudine is excreted in breast milk (see CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY: Pharmacokinetics: Nursing Mothers 
subsection of full prescribing information); however, no data are available on COMBIVIR or lamivudine. Therefore, there is a potential 
for adverse effects in nursing infants. Mothers should be instructed not to breastfeed if they are receiving COMBIVIR. 
Pediatric Use: COMBIVIR should not be administered to pediatric patients less than 12 years of age because it is a fixed- 
dose combination that cannot be adjusted for this patient population. 

Geriatric Use: Clinical studies of COMBIVIR did not include sufficient numbers of subjects aged 65 and over to determine 
whether they respond differently from younger subjects. In general, dose selection for an elderly patient should be cautious, 
reflecting the greater frequency of decreased hepatic, renal, or cardiac function, and of concomitant disease or other drug 
therapy. COMBIVIR is not recommended for patients with impaired renal function (i.e., creatinine clearance <50 mL/min; 
see PRECAUTIONS: Patients with Impaired Renal Function and DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION). 

ADVERSE REACTIONS: 

Lamivudine Plus Zidovudine Administered As Separate Formulations: In 4 randomized, controlled trials of EPIVIR 
300 mg per day plus RETROVIR 600 mg per day, the following selected clinical and laboratory adverse events were 
observed (see Tables 2 and 3).

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Homophobia, HIV in the black community 

A conversation with Phi 11 Wilson T

B y definition, to be gay is to 
be white within the mindset 
of many African Americans, 
according to one academic schol¬ 
ar. “So what happens for black gay 
men, not only do you deal with 
the stigma of sexual orientation, 
you deal with the betrayal of race,” 
said Phill Wilson, director of the 
African American AIDS Policy 
and Training Institute at the Uni¬ 
versity of Southern California. 

The sense is that “being gay is 
not a black thing. Somehow by ex¬ 
pressing your sexuality, you are 
denying your blackness.” 

“We have never gotten to the 
point of having an explicit discus¬ 
sion around stigma, homosexual¬ 
ity, and AIDS in the black and 


Latino communities,” said Wilson. 
“Part of what is driving these men 
and their relationships with 
women is the need to be accepted 
in our community. And to, quite 
frankly, create plausible deniabili- 
ty around their sexuality.” 

Wilson said that blacks are no 
more or less homophobic than are 
whites but they do have “a whole 
set of issues around shame. We 
don’t want outsiders to know that 
there are drug users, and homo¬ 
sexuals, anything that might be 
perceived to be a prejudice.” 

“You have the urban myth that 
all of the members of the choir 
and the choir director are gay^ 
Well, to some extent that myth ex¬ 
ists because there is some truth to 
it. These people often are honored 
within the church environment, 
people know they are gay, but they 


don’t talk about it. 

“And if an outsider were to 
come in and attack that person, 
they would rally behind that per¬ 
son inside the church. He is a part 
of us, and an outsider cannot 
come in and do that. If that per¬ 
son were to explicitly say that it is 
so, then the church would come 
back and force him out. 

“So a lot of the stigma really is 
about an understanding that there 
is a conspiracy of silence. If I am 
silent, then I maintain the support 
of my community. And so this no¬ 
tion of blacks being more homo- 
phobic than whites doesn’t come 
from the reality of homophobia 
but comes from the intensity of 
the experience. 

“If I am black and gay, I believe 
or know that I am dependent 
upon my black community for

sanctuary on the race question. So 
I am not willing to do anything to 
jeopardize that sanctuary. When I 
disclose that I’m gay and lose that 


sanctuary, it has a more devastat¬ 
ing impact on my life.” 

Wilson said that the tradition¬ 
al AIDS organizations often do 
not have much of a history of pro¬ 
viding services for black gay men. 
“And when you look at minority 
initiative programs funded by the 
CDC, rarely do they explicitly ad¬ 
dress gay men of color in ways 
that directly deal with issues of 
sexual orientation.” 

He believes that it is legitimate 
for organizations like the CDC to 
support building infrastructure to 
“create a cultural environment for 
gay and bisexual men who are in 
the closet, to take more ownership 
within their community. We have 
a population that we know is at 
risk. We need to strengthen orga¬ 
nizations so that we have the 
wherewithal to do this work.” ▼ 


The HIV prevention conundrum

ewspaper headlines scream 
of increasingly risky sexual 
behavior among gay men 
and very high rates of HIV infec¬ 
tion among young gay black men. 
They are based upon studies fund¬ 
ed or conducted by the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention. 
Reading those reports, one gets the 
impression that HIV is again ex¬ 
ploding across America. 

Yet at the same time, the CDC 
estimates 40,000 new infections of 
HIV a year - the same number it 
has used since 1992. What is hap¬ 
pening here? 

At the eighth annual Retrovirus 
conference in Chicago last week, 
the CDC’s Robert Janssen ex¬ 
pressed “particular concern” with 
reports of increased risk behavior 
by HIV-positive men who have sex 
with men and with reports of in¬ 
creases in sexually transmitted dis¬ 
eases among gay men in Seattle 
and San Francisco. STDs tradition¬ 
ally have been used as a surrogate 
or marker for HIV transmissions. 

Boston activist David Scondras 
asked if there was any evidence 
that there was increased transmis¬ 
sion of HIV in the last few years. 
Janssen restated the evidence of 
increases in risky behavior and in 
the number of STDs but conclud¬ 
ed, “At this point we do not have 
data on HIV incidence that 
demonstrates an increase, but we 
are concerned.” 

Two facts may explain why 
STDs may no longer be a good 
marker for new HIV transmis¬ 
sions. First, HIV is a lifetime in¬ 
fection where a new infection is 
counted only once. A person can 
have STDs such as gonorrhea or 
syphilis numerous times in their 
life or even within the same year. 

Second, people who are HIV¬ 
positive may be having unsafe sex 
primarily with other people who 
are already infected with the virus. 
This could result in new STD 
transmissions but no new HIV 
transmission. Janssen himself 
mentioned data that supported 
this conclusion. In the Seattle 
“outbreak” of syphilis, 75 percent 
of the cases were in HIV-positive 
men who seemed to be passing it 
among themselves. 

Viral loads 

Janssen pointed to new data 
from Amsterdam showing that 


HIV-positive men had “an increase 
in unprotected sex with -casual 
partners after their viral loads be¬ 
came undetectable and their CD4 
counts increased” while on therapy. 

“While lower viral load in the 
plasma is associated with lower 
risk of transmission, cell-associat¬ 
ed virus is still found in the semen 
and it is not well understood how 
infectious that is,” though animal 
models suggest it is much less in¬ 
fectious, he said. 

“The focus on HAART and the 
way it affects transmissibility is 
important but somewhat academ¬ 
ic. What is really important is to 
focus on behavior. At this point 
we don’t know the answer about 
whether HAART reduces infec¬ 
tiousness in sexual transmission. 
There is no question that it does 
in perinatal situations, but it is 
much less clear in sexual and in¬ 
jection drug use situations.” 

Janssen tried to downplay a 
study by Johns Hopkins Universi¬ 
ty researchers in Uganda, funded 
in part by the CDC, showing that 
there were no new infections of 
HIV among heterosexual couples 
if the viral load was under 1,500 
copies. He seems to believe that 
semen and transmission vary be¬ 
tween continents and acts until 
proven otherwise. 

What about the sky-high rate 
of viremia during acute infection, 
those first few weeks after expo¬ 
sure to HIV where one group of 
patients had an average viral load 
of 12 million? Some researchers 
have speculated that this is a 
major factor in the continued 
spread of HIV in the U.S. 

Janssen said the only data 
comes from the Options Project 
in San Francisco, where about 40 
percent of the 17 examples were 
linked to the acute infection of a 
partner. 

SAFE 

The CDC is launching the first 
prevention program targeted to 
those who are infected with HIV. 
Evidence shows that those who 
know their HIV status are more 
likely to change their behavior and 
adapt less risky practices in order 
to protect their sexual partners. 

SAFE - Serostatus Approach to 
Fighting the Epidemic - has two 
principle goals. “The first is to in¬ 
crease the proportion of HlV-in- 
fected people in the United States 
who know they are infected, from 
the current estimated 70 percent 


to 95 percent by the end of 2005,” 
said Janssen. The second is to link 
80 percent of those people to ap¬ 
propriate services. 

SAFE will be launched later 
this year with a “Know Now” 
media campaign in Detroit, New 
Orleans, Houston, Miami, and 
Jackson, Mississippi. If fully im¬ 
plemented, the program will cost 
$300 million of federal and local 
funds. The CDC currently has 


$100 million and is “looking for 
additional public funds.” 

But SAFE is based upon the 
standard antibody test to identify 
HIV. And antibodies become de¬ 
tectable only at seroconversion, at 
the end of acute infection, about 
90 days or so after exposure. The 
program will do little to address 
the issue of HIV transmission 
during acute infection when viral 
load is in the millions. ▼

a myth.” 

The ink was not yet dry on that 
edition of the newspaper when 
the press office issued a clarifica¬ 
tion. Card “made a mistake,” said 
spokesman Ari Fleischer, the func¬ 
tions of both offices would be 
maintained, though the adminis¬ 
trative structures will change. 

Fleischer said they anticipate 
that both a member of the Do¬ 
mestic Policy Council and an 
AIDS expert from the Depart¬ 
ment of Health and Human Ser¬ 
vices, on loan to the White House, 
will handle HIV. The Clinton ad¬ 
ministration also staffed HIV ac¬ 
tivities with personnel on loan 
from other government agencies 
as a way to make the White House 
staff and budget appear smaller. 

At the Retroviral conference in 
Chicago, Anthony Fauci was “very 
surprised” to read the headline 
that morning. The principal 
leader of AIDS research at the Na¬ 
tional Institutes of Health said 
that in discussions with members 
of the transition office and later 
the domestic policy office, they 
had been “eager to do the right 
things.” 

Fauci thought that “integrating 
[HIV] into the fundamental do¬ 
mestic policy issues might turn 
out to be a positive thing, rather

than have it off isolated.” He 
added, “certainly the funding will 
be fine.” 

AIDS organizations breathed a 
tentative sigh of relief, awaiting 
appointment of key people who 
will work on HIV issues. The Na¬ 
tional Minority AIDS Council 
said the Office of National AIDS 
Policy “provides an important ve¬ 
hicle for close collaboration with 


national and international AIDS 
organizations.” 

“It’s important that Bush’s 
inner circle of advisers deal with 
this issue on a daily basis,” said 
Winnie Stachelberg, political di¬ 
rector of the Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign. She sees the office as im¬ 
portant to coordinate activities 
that involve both domestic and in¬ 
ternational issues. T 


But to get to a place where 
they’re comfortable enough to 
fight for their rights, queer youth 
must first learn, to accept them¬ 
selves. Despite all the advances, it 
isn’t easy. 

Prejudice and assumptions 

Many of the biases faced by 
queer youth actually come from 
within the LGBT community it¬ 
self, as adults who see improved 
visibility often mistake that for a 
safe environment. 

“Some people think there are 
more services for queer youth 
than there really are,” explained 
Cheu. “Others think the school 
system is more accepting than it 
really is. But while there may be 
more acceptance overall, it does¬ 
n’t mean any individual’s experi¬ 
ence is any better. It just takes one 
bully, one teacher, one family 
member, to have a negative im¬ 
pact.” 

And when homophobia is sub¬ 
tle, or packaged in a family’s mes¬ 
sage of love and concern, it can 
have an even greater impact, ac¬ 
cording to Myk, 17, and Deanna, 
15, both residents of San Francis¬ 
co. 

“Most adults have no problem 
with the subject,” began Deanna. 

“They just don’t want their 
own kids to be that way,” finished 
Myk. 

The pair of friends, who regu¬ 
larly attend LYRIC programs after 
school, say they must hide or 
downplay their sexual orientation 
in order to survive at home. 

“Here’s my mom: we’re walk¬ 
ing through the Castro together 
and she sees two gay guys hug¬ 
ging, and she thinks it’s kind of 
nice. But when it comes to me, she 
tells me it’s against the Bible,” said 
Myk, who recently came out to his 
family. “My life is hell. She’s always 
listening in on my phone calls, 
and she can’t even look at me. She 
has started to follow me after 
school, so I have to change where 
I walk and hide along the way be¬ 
cause I don’t want her to know 
I’m coming here.” 

Deanna, who is not yet out to 
her family, receives much of the 
same treatment. 

“My mom kind of suspects it. 
She doesn’t dislike it but doesn’t 


understand it. She says she would 
still love me,” said Deanna. “My 
older brother says the word, ‘fag’ 
all the time. We were watching 
MTV and he said, ‘If I ever met a 
gay guy I would just kill him.’ My 
step dad thinks I’m going through 
an identity crisis. When I got my 
chin pierced he got hecka mad 
and said, ‘That’s for dykes.’” 

Both teens have older gay 
adults in their lives but cannot re¬ 
late to them. 

One of Deanna’s school teach¬ 
ers is a lesbian and is very accept¬ 
ing, but wears piercings and dyes 
her hair in a manner that seems 
“kind of weird on an adult.” 

One of Myk’s uncles is a drag 
queen, but “it’s hard for me to be 
open to him. I’m still scared of 
that kind of behavior. I know bet¬ 
ter than that, but he’s different 
from everyone else in the family.” 

The two say that remaining 
close with their families is one of 
their top priorities, and that mak¬ 
ing connections with other queers 
is one way they are learning how 
to do that. 

“We’re just normal people,” is 
what Deanna would like adults to 
know. “We’re just trying to live 
our own lives.” 

“We’re different,” is Myk’s mes¬ 
sage to his elders. “We’re not nor¬ 
mal in this world.” T

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Gay Tempe mayor in recall fight

T he gay mayor of Tempe, Ari¬ 
zona, is the subject of an 
anti-gay recall effort replete 
with hate mail and anonymous 
death threats. 

Neil Giuliano, who was re¬ 
elected to the post last year - his 
fourth term - will face a special 
recall election in September if at 
least 3,982 of the 4,606 signatures 
on the petition to force a vote are 
valid at the end of March. The sig¬ 
natures were recently submitted to 
the Tempe City Clerk’s office. 

The recall drive surfaced after 
the U.S. Supreme Court ruled last 
year that the Boy Scouts of Amer¬ 
ica could discriminate on the basis 
of sexual orientation. In light of 
the decision, the Arizona city 
began to consider changing the 
way it coordinated its annual giv¬ 
ing campaign for city workers. 

Under a proposed plan, work¬ 
ers would have been allowed to 
donate only to groups that did not 
practice sexual orientation dis¬ 
crimination - but were free to do¬ 
nate on their own to groups which 
did. 

The proposal created a 
firestorm of controversy which led 
to the recall drive. 

A.J. LaFaro, the leader of the 
Tempe recall effort, has denied 
that the recall is about the mayor’s 
sexual orientation, but is instead 
about Giuliano’s “trying to push 
his agenda down our throats.” 

La Faro made the comments in 
a January issue of East Valley Tri¬ 
bune, a Tempe-area newspaper. 


The Lesbian and Gay Victory 
Fund, which has endorsed Giu¬ 
liano and is raising awareness of 
the recall through a public infor¬ 
mation campaign, said that La 
Faro’s comments show his true 
colors. 

“Taken all together, the anti¬ 
gay rhetoric which gave birth to 
the recall drive, the coded lan¬ 
guage referring to a so-called 
agenda, the fact that every other 
issue the recall is purportedly 


about has already been debated in 
previous elections, the fact that on 
those other issues there is no dis¬ 
tinction between the position of 
the mayor and that of his fellow 
council members who are not 
being recalled - it all adds to a po¬ 
litical attack the people of Tempe 
would not have to endure if it 
were not for anti-gay prejudice,” 
Brian Bond, the Victory Fund’s 
executive director, said in a press 
statement. 


Giuliano has received e-mail 
saying he should be “taken out,” as 
well as other harassing mail, in¬ 
cluding pieces from people calling 
themselves homophobes and gay- 
bashers. 

Giuliano, a Republican, was 
elected to his fourth term in 
March 2000 with 70 percent of 
voters choosing him for the post. 

Tempe is the fifth largest city in 
Arizona and has nearly 160,000 
residents. T

Ready for the Big One? NERT training starts soon

N ervous about what to do dur¬ 
ing an earthquake and how to 
proceed in the aftermath of a 
devastating temblor? Is your wrist 
strong enough to turn the wrench on 
the gas main? What and where is the 
gas main? What to do if a fire breaks 
out in the sex club or the gym? 

Get real, get ready, and get pre¬ 
pared with practical training and 
solutions to these and other emer¬ 
gency preparedness and response 


needs, suggests the San Francisco 
Fire Department. 

The Fire Department’s Neigh¬ 
borhood Emergency Response 
Team Training - a series of six Tues¬ 
day evening sessions - begins on 
February 27 at Davies Medical Cen¬ 
ter at Castro and Duboce streets. 

Beginning at 6:30 p.m., the two 
and a half hour classes cover top¬ 
ics ranging from earthquake his¬ 
tory and probability in San Fran¬ 
cisco and how to prepare yourself 
and your home for the Big One, 
how to shut off utilities, use a fire 


extinguisher, and other useful tips. 

And, according to local archi¬ 
tect Scott Callaway, the classes also 
teach you how to help your neigh¬ 
bors when disaster strikes. 

“All neighborhoods have an 
emergency response training team,” 
he told the Bay Area Reporter. 

Callaway said the NERT train¬ 
ing includes topics of disaster med¬ 
icine, triage, how to do damage as¬ 
sessment of property, conduct light 
search and rescue for disaster vic¬ 
tims, and perform other emer¬ 
gency response maneuvers.

T he Colin Higgins Founda¬ 
tion, founded by the famed 
writer-director of the Holly¬ 
wood hits Harold and Maude, 
Nine to Five, Foul Play, and The 
Best Little Whorehouse in Texas, is 
now accepting nominations for its 
second annual Courage Awards. 

The awards honor three indi¬ 
viduals who have demonstrated 
“grace under fire” while suffering 
sexual orientation discrimina¬ 
tion. 

Last year’s winners of the 
award were Steven Cozza, 15, who 
founded Scouting For All as a 
young teen; Greg Congdon, 17, a 
high school football player in 
rural Pennsylvania who was 
outed but later founded a gay- 
straight alliance chapter at his 
high school; Dana Rivers, a Sacra- 
mento-area teacher forced out of 
a job after announcing plans for 
sex reassignment surgery; and 
James Merrick, a California 
teacher who was forced out of the 
closet at a school meeting. 

The deadline for submitting 
nominations is Friday, February 
23 and recipients will be an¬ 
nounced sometime during the 
spring. 

Higgins established the foun¬ 
dation in 1986, the same year he 
successfully completed a televi¬ 
sion mini-series based on Shirley 
MacLaine’s Out On A Limb. He 
died of AIDS in 1988. 

The foundation has provided 


support to more than 300 organi¬ 
zations ranging from the Ameri¬ 
can Film Institute to the National 
Center for Lesbian Rights and the 
National Coalition Against Do¬ 
mestic Violence. 

The foundation was also the 
first to support GLSEN, the Gay, 
Lesbian, and Straight Education 
Networks which works to end sex¬ 
ual orientation discrimination in 
education settings and materials.

NGLTF Vaid Fellowship deadline nears 
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Housing Rights Committee 
opens Tenderloin office

F ebruary 16 is a homecom¬ 
ing of sorts for the Housing 
Rights Committee, which 
will launch a neighborhood of¬ 
fice in the Tenderloin tomorrow 
and operate the facility every Fri¬ 
day from 1 to 3 p.m. 

The Housing Rights Commit¬ 
tee - which offers tenant counsel¬ 
ing on topics from evictions and 
rent increases to repair problems, 
living conditions, and landlord 
conflicts - is headquartered in 
the Mission and already operates 
neighborhood sites in the Haight, 
Richmond, and Castro. But it was 
the Tenderloin where the com¬ 
mittee first opened, relocating to 
the Mission only after an eviction 
last year. Thanks to a partnership 
with the Tenderloin AIDS Re¬ 
source Center, the committee’s 
tenant services will return to the 
area, serving a population at 
times hardest hit by the city’s 
housing crisis. 

“The Tenderloin is ground 
zero for folks,” said Rebecca 
Graff, program director for the 
Housing Rights Committee. 
“When people are priced out of 
other areas if the city, they often 
end up in the Tenderloin. So 
those people with problems in 
the Tenderloin often have 
nowhere to go.” 

Tommi Avicolli Mecca, of the 
committee, noted that Tenderloin 
housing issues are also unique by 
virtue of the number of single 
resident occupancy (SRO) hotels 
in the district. 

“People who live in SROs are

constantly being victimized,” he 
said. “There are a lot of problems 
with living conditions not being 
up to the standards that the law 
demands.” 

Because many people with 
AIDS live in SROs, Avicolli Mecca 
said that the city may be on the 
verge of “not only a housing cri¬ 
sis ... but a health crisis as well.” 

Often hotel management will 
evict residents just before they 
qualify for rent control, allowing 
them back in as “new residents” 
later on. 

“But ‘musical rooms’ is actual¬ 
ly illegal, so if it’s happening to 
anybody they should get in touch 


with us. We can help,” said Avi¬ 
colli Mecca, who is starting a pro¬ 
ject to clamp down on such prac¬ 
tices. “The practice is responsible 
for forcing many PWAs onto the 
streets. We as a community really 
need to be behind the effort to 
stop this.” 

Because of the diversity of the 
Tenderloin population, a Chinese 
language speaker and Spanish 
language speaker will be on 
board at the clinic, said Graff, 
who added that speakers of other 
languages are being recruited as 
well. 

For both the committee and 
TARC, the clinic’s Tenderloin lo¬ 
cation is long overdue. 

“We had been looking for a 
way to do this ever since we were 
evicted, and we’re very lucky that 
TARC stepped into offer free 
space,” said Graff. “This helps us 
to fulfill our goal of having more 
neighborhood sites, and also fills 
the gaps left from our earlier de¬ 
parture.” 

“Securing stable and safe 
housing is a priority, especially 
for people with AIDS,” added 
Hank Wilson, TARC prevention 
program manager. “That’s why 
TARC is glad to co-sponsor the 
counseling site.” ▼

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West Hollywood 
creates TG task force

T he West Hollywood City 
Council last week voted 
unanimously to create a task 
force to address concerns of the 
transgender community. The 
seven-member task force will re¬ 
port to the city’s Lesbian and Gay 
Advisory Board. 

The task force, which will in¬ 
clude five self-identified transgen¬ 
der persons from the local com¬ 
munity as well as members of the 
city’s Public Safety Commission 
and the LGAB, will identify issues 
and policy strategies to improve 
the quality of life for transgender 
people living or working in West 
Hollywood. 

According to West Hollywood 
Mayor Jeffrey Prang, “This task 
force will serve an important role 
in exploring the issues affecting 


transgender persons, including 
employment, HIV prevention and 
medical treatment, community 
awareness and empowerment, as 
well as sensitivity training for 
public safety personnel and City 
Hall staff. There are many com¬ 
plex issues facing transgender per¬ 
sons in our community and this 
task force is a first step in identi¬ 
fying public policy strategies to 
better serve the transgender com¬ 
munity.” 

Said LGAB Co-chair John 
Lazar, “I am very pleased that the 
City Council passed our recom¬ 
mendations ... and determined 
that a task force to review trans¬ 
gender issues would be a great way 
to begin a community discussion 
on ways to make the lives of trans¬ 
gender persons better.” 

Members of the West Holly¬ 
wood transgender community 
were pleased with the decision to 


implement the new task force. 
“The establishment of this task 
force proves the city is progressive 
in protecting the civil rights of its 
residents,” said Shirley Bushnell. 

According to Sandra Crockett, 
“I was so excited when the council 
approved the task force on trans¬ 
gender issues ... I feel we can 
make a difference and help in 
making the changes that need to 
be made and be of real service to 
the transgender community.” 

The city of San Francisco has a 
similar body, the Transgender 
Civil Rights Implementation Task 
Force, that was created last year. 

In 1998 West Hollywood insti¬ 
tuted an ordinance that protects 
against discrimination on the basis 
of gender identity, joining a grow¬ 
ing number of cities including San 
Francisco; Atlanta; Madison, Wis¬ 
consin; Pittsburgh; and Seattle; 
and one state, Minnesota. T

chotherapy, would be covered 
under all the city’s health plans 
just as any other therapy. 

“There’s not going to be a 
flood of people coming forward,” 
Arana said, adding that he didn’t 
understand why, if only 12 trans¬ 
gender city workers were identi¬ 
fied, the health board’s report 
projected 35 surgeries in the first 
year, with the one-year waiting 
period. 

Virginia Harmon, HRC inter¬ 


im director, said she was pleased 
with the recommendations so far, 
but added that the one-year wait¬ 
ing period is discriminatory. “My 
partner was diagnosed with breast 
cancer,” she said. “There was no 
waiting period, no co-pay, and no 
cap. This city has long held the 
cost of discrimination is too high.” 

Lisa Middleton, a member of 
the city’s Transgender Civil Rights 
Implementation Task Force, said 
the recommendations approved 
by the board were a good first 
step. “There are issues to be dealt 
with,” she said. 

Transgender city employee 


Stephan Thorne also said he sup¬ 
ported the recommendations. 

Only one member of the 
health board, Harry Paretchan, 
voted against the recommenda¬ 
tions. “I have concerns about the 
transgender benefit,” he said, 
adding that he was not discrimi¬ 
nating against transgender people. 
He said he concerns were mainly 
with the fact that the health ser¬ 
vice board has only recently re¬ 
covered from cost overruns, pri¬ 
marily due to pharmacy coverage. 
“I have a fiduciary responsibility, 
it has nothing to do with discrim¬ 
ination.” ▼

for pretending that his being Jew¬ 
ish had any bearing on this inves¬ 
tigation,” said Jonathan Bernstein, 
the league’s regional director. “An 
apparently lawfully issued and ex¬ 
ecuted search warrant bears no re¬ 
semblance to the systematic hunt¬ 
ing down and slaughtering of 6 
million Jews.” 

The public relations fiasco only 
got worse for the couple in the 
course of Tuesday’s hearing. Sev¬ 
eral people testified of aggressive 
behavior by Hera. David Moser, a 
former resident of the Pacific 
Heights apartment building 
where the attack occurred, said he 
was bitten last June near the ele¬ 
vator. 

“Hera bit me as I jumped 
away,” said Moser. “She bit me on 
the butt but she didn’t break the 
skin. I recall being kind of shocked 
by their [Knoller and Noel’s] reac¬ 
tion. They didn’t apologize and he 
[Noel] just said ‘huh, interesting.’” 

Noel later testified that every¬ 
one who spoke out against the 
dogs was either lying or grossly 
exaggerating. His strongest denial 
was over Moser’s testimony, say¬ 
ing that Moser wasn’t bitten at all 
but his injury was caused by 
bumping into the elevator door 
handle. 

“I didn’t say ‘hmm interesting.’ 
What I said was ‘Bullshit. You hit 
yourself on the elevator door,”’ 
Noel said. 

Knoller later broke down in 
tears as she said that Hera played 
no part in the attack on Whipple. 

“Hera was nowhere near Ms. 
Whipple during the attack,” 
Knoller insisted. 

Both Knoller and Noel left the

two-hour hearing when the De¬ 
partment of Animal Care and 
Control recommended that Hera 
be put to death. 

Among those who attended 
the hearing to show their support 
were two St. Mary’s lacrosse play¬ 
ers whom Whipple coached. The 
young women wore navy blue rib¬ 
bons in memory of Whipple. 

“We’re here to support Diane,” 
player Megan Bryan told the 
B.A.R. “We all loved her.” 

Also in attendance, Terry 
Alvey, and her partner, Jennifer 
Thompson, who were so moved 
when they heard of the attack that 
they helped organize rallies in 
support of Whipple’s partner, 
Sharon Smith, outside of the Pa¬ 
cific Avenue building where Smith 
still resides next door to Noel and 
Knoller. 

“It just moved me in the way 
nothing else has,” Alvey told the 
B.A.R. “I’m a dog owner, and I live 
in the Bay Area and I felt like this 
could happen to anyone. 


“A handful of friends and I 
made some signs saying support 
for Diane and we stood on the 
corner of the apartment building 
where the incident happened. The 
whole neighborhood started com¬ 
ing up to us to tell us about other 
incidents with the dogs and with 
their support. So, we started going 
up a couple of nights after work. 

“There’s usually about 10 of us 
that stand on the corner. It’s not a 
big group but the neighborhood 
has been so supportive. We’ve 
given out about 300 flyers.” 

Alvey said if some good can 
come out of the attack, that it will 
be to focus attention on the need 
for gay couples to be afforded the 
same rights in civil cases as mar¬ 
ried heterosexual couples. 

“I didn’t know as a gay person 
that I couldn’t file a civil suit if 
something happened to my part¬ 
ner,” she said. “I was shocked.” 

Alvey met Smith during her 
first rally and said that Smith was 
very grateful for the community 
support. Smith didn’t attend the 
hearing but Avery made a tape of 
it for her. Avery held her fourth 
rally just after Tuesday’s hearing 
and met with Smith again. 

“It’s still a very tough time for 
her,” said Avery. “Sunday would 
have been her seventh year an¬ 
niversary, and tomorrow 
[Wednesday] is Valentine’s Day.” 

Alvey said she will help raise 
money to keep Whipple’s memo¬ 
ry alive through a foundation that 
has been set up. ▼

O ver a year ago, the NCAA 
added “sexual orientation” 
to its non-discrimination 
policy. 

If you’re lesbian or gay, and in 
college sports, you probably 
haven’t seen much of a 
difference. No fans should 
expect a deluge of college 
jocks coming out in 
droves. 

Oakland’s Mills College 
and Ohio’s Kenyon College 
are two of the few places of 
higher learning that have 
widely known openly 
lesbian and gay athletic 
directors. 

Another exception 
may be at Harvard, 
where a panel addressing these is¬ 
sues will take place on February 
18. 

David Kopay, NFL player from 
1962-72, and Jennifer Allard, head 
softball coach at Harvard and 
freshman proctor, will speak at the 
panel. 

Reggie Rivers, former NFL 
player with the Denver Broncos 
and ABC commentator, will also 
be there. A heterosexual, African 
American man, Rivers speaks to 
students about prejudice in athlet¬ 
ics.

homophobia to racism. No doubt 
he’s taken some heat over that 
essay, but it stands as another step 
toward a consensus of opinions 
from sports authorities and stars. 

Two students are also speaking 
at the event, members of the Har¬ 
vard women’s and men’s water 
polo teams, Kate Callaghan and 
Michael Crosby. Al¬ 
though they may 
not be queer, get¬ 
ting them to speak out of 
the pool is great progress, in 
light of the overall anti-gay 
attitudes in college sports. 

Event organizer 
Cliff Davidson, a ju¬ 
nior at Harvard, calls 
the sponsoring gay 
group, BOND, “a safe 
place in which sexual 
orientation is no longer a barrier 
to social interaction. The degree to 
which persons choose to empha¬ 
size sexual orientation - whether 
for intimate pursuits or for pur¬ 
poses of political action - also 
varies from person to person. 

“BOND as an entity does not 
promote any particular theories 
concerning the larger social 
meaning of sexual orientation, 
nor does it engage in political pur¬ 
suits in which it claims to speak 
for its members or for segments of 
the larger community.

Africa & AIDS: New measures , old stigmas

Jl% ome African countries are 
|§ trying out new measures to 
0 cope with the AIDS disaster 
on the continent. The Ivory Coast 
has appointed a minister charged 
with the fight against HIV/AIDS, 
while in South Africa, two univer¬ 
sities will offer a first-ever post¬ 
graduate diploma program in 
HIV/AIDS for managers. 

However, AIDS is still stigma¬ 
tized in most countries on the 
continent, which is home to some 
26 million HIV-positive people - 
two thirds of all infected people 
worldwide - and advocates said 
that the problem needs to be ad¬ 
dressed by an aggressive AIDS 
awareness campaign. 

The Medical University of South 
Africa (Medunsa) and Stellenbosch 
University have just announced 
that, starting this month, they will 
be offering a yearlong postgraduate 
diploma program in HIV/AIDS 


management in the workplace. 

The Medunsa vice chancellor, 
Professor Ramaranka Andy 
Mogotlane, recently said that 
HIV/AIDS has gone beyond an 
epidemic to a plague. “It means we 
should increase the capacity to 
manage the plague, particularly 
among those who manage people.” 

Mogotlane explained that the 
postgraduate diploma course in 
HIV/AIDS management will tar¬ 
get managers and employees from 
the private sector, government in¬ 
stitutions, non-governmental, and 
religious organizations. 

The two universities will be of¬ 
fering courses in such a way that 
Medunsa will be focusing on pub¬ 
lic health, HIV/AIDS as a disease, 
its prevention, and caring for peo¬ 
ple living with HIV/AIDS. Stellen¬ 
bosch University will be concen¬ 
trating on management, industrial 
psychology, human resources, and 
the legal implications of the disease. 

Experts from around the world 
will be called upon to give lectures 


on HIV/AIDS and people living 
with HIV/AIDS also will come to 
talk about their own experiences. 

The vice rector of Stellenbosch 
University, Professor Rulph 
Stumpf, insisted that the program 
will not deal with scientific factors 
because of - as he put it - the con¬ 
troversy surrounding the cause of 
AIDS. The postgraduate course 
has the blessing of President 
Thabo Mbeki’s government, 
which has sided with AIDS dissi¬ 
dents who are questioning the link 
between HIV and AIDS. 

Dr. Franklyn Lisk, director of 
the International Labor Organiza¬ 
tion’s program on HIV/AIDS and 
the workplace, who recently visit¬ 
ed South Africa, wholeheartedly 
welcomed the postgraduate pro¬ 
gram at the two universities. 

According to a recent ILO 
study on the impact of HIV/AIDS 
in Africa, it is estimated that by 
the year 2020, AIDS-related 
deaths could cut the labor force in 
some countries by 35 percent. ▼

S o I’m channel-surfing one 
afternoon about a year ago 
and along comes that big 
bully, Rosie O’Donnell.

La Andrews went on 
and on about this strange new 
Rocky Horroresque movie expe¬ 
rience that is all the rage in 
New York and London. At first 
I was put off by her enthusiasm. A

toys, seemed a little too precious for my 
taste.

Charmian Carr on 'The Sound of Music’

N ow you can add boogers on noses to 
raindrops on roses. Sing-a-Long 
Sound of Music gives audiences the 
opportunity to totally deconstruct 
one of the world’s most beloved 
movies, and that’s fine by the film’s most ardent 
goodwill ambassador. 

Charmian Carr, who played 16-going-on-17 
Liesl in the movie, has devoted a good part of 
the past 37 years to burnishing the enduring 
legacy of The Sound of Music. She’s been there 
for all the anniversary celebrations, and 20th 
Century Fox has called on her over the years to 
help promote the releases of the video, the CD, 
the laser disc, and the DVD. 

Last year, Carr authored Forever Liesl, her 
personal memoir of making The Sound of Music, 
including an account of its enduring effect on 
generations of filmgoers. The book is, to say the 
least, a very reverent appraisal of the Sound of 
Music phenomenon. 

And yet, there was Carr on stage at the Cas¬ 
tro Theatre, judging the costume contest at the 


San Francisco premiere of Sing-a-Long Sound of 
Music. After countless nuns, von Trapp children, 
lonely goatherds, and brown paper packages tied 
up in string paraded across the stage, Carr 
picked her favorite: a woman covered in large 
dark-colored blobs. It was a lonely goat turd. 

“A lot of interviewers say to me, ‘We’ve heard 
it’s really sacrilegious, irreverent. How could 
they do this to such a beautiful film?’ But if these 
people who are making really outrageous fun of 
it didn’t love it so much, they wouldn’t bother. If 
they hadn’t seen the move over and over, they 
wouldn’t know how to make fun of it.” 

Carr didn’t know much about the London- 
born Sing-a-Long Sound of Music phenomenon 
when she attended her first SALSOM event in 
Austin at an AIDS benefit. “There were three 
people sitting behind me, and they had actually 
written a script,” Carr said during her San Fran¬ 
cisco visit last week. “They must have watched 
the tape over and over again, because they timed 
their comments to come between the actors’ di¬ 
alogue. And some of the stuff they said was hys¬ 
terical. The best one was when the Captain and

Maybe if the Frameline 
Board of Directors hadn’t handed 
out entry cards to every single 
queen who came as a man nun or 
tricked up in lederhosen or a 
dirndl, the costume contest 
wouldn’t have gone on forever.

Ballet Preljocaj at Yerba Buena Center

nless they were fond of 
techno-pop, fake fur, mur- 
' der and French intellectual 
pretensions, anyone who bought a 
ticket for Ballet Preljocaj on the 
grounds that it promised explicit 
nudity must have been sorely dis¬ 
appointed. 

The “nudity” appeared after 
three guys had danced a poignant 
piece dressed in gorilla suits 
(more on that later). They then 
stripped to the buff, advanced in 
the dim light and fell down, heads 
upstage, feet towards us, penises 
dressed left. My companion, who 
cordially loathed the entire 
evening, later asked, “How did 
they get their dicks to fall in the 
same direction?” I have no idea, 
but it reminded me of Anton 
Dolin’s famous quip when asked 
why he didn’t dance nude: “Not 
everything stops at the same 
time.” 

So much for the prurient con¬ 
tent of Angelin Preljocaj’s Paysage 
apres la BataiUe (Landscape after 
the Battle ), which I saw last Thurs¬ 
day at the Yerba Buena Center. 
This 75-minute piece is one of 
those theatrical dance evenings it 
is too easy to label Eurotrash. 
Frankly, it isn’t chic enough to be 
trashy. Remember Redha’s La Pa- 
vane Rouge at San Francisco Bal¬ 
let, with the great Dead Can 
Dance score? That was Eurotrash 
with a capital E, and I loved it. 
Man does not live by Balanchine 
alone. 

The Albanian-born Preljocaj 
first erupted here in 1995, when 
the Lyon Opera and Ballet ap¬ 
peared in SF and Berkeley. Preljo¬ 
caj’s 80-minute, potted Romeo and 
Juliet — set in prison, where Juli¬ 
et was the warden’s daughter, and 
Romeo an incarcerated punk — 
was disliked by everybody I knew. 

I enjoyed its short, brutish take on 
a subject often embalmed in beau¬ 
tiful dresses and endless ensem¬ 
bles of sassy street whores. There 
was plenty of simulated sex, but I 
don’t remember nudity. 

I missed Preljocaj’s company 
debut for San Francisco Perfor¬ 
mances in 1998, but that time my 
colleagues raved. Perhaps that 
should have been a warning. 
Though I’m glad I saw Paysage 
apres la Bataille, and I’m looking 
forward to his Le Parc later in the 
SFB season, I’m not sure I’d enjoy 
too many more of these intellec¬ 
tual exercises in pop culture. SFB 
boss Helgi Tomasson was there; 
I’d have loved to grill him after¬ 
wards. 

Goran Vejvoda’s techno-pop 
score sampled bits of text, old pop 
songs, and added electronic nois¬ 
es and music (keyboards; drum¬ 
ming; backbeat) of his own devis¬ 
ing. If there was nothing as haunt¬ 
ing as Dead Can Dance vocals, 
there was also nothing that cliche. 

It was clearly music cut to fit the 
choreographer’s vision. Paysage is 
not a work impelled by music so 
much as accompanied by it. 

World wraps 

Designer Adrien Chalgard’s set 
consists of a large red Flokati rug 
hanging upstage and three more 
in Day-Glo colors on each side, 
interwoven with shower curtains 
in jungle prints, through which 
the dancers enter and exit. His 
costumes were either black paja¬ 
mas or Britney Spears-style wisps 
of colored material, with an occa¬ 
sional oddity such as the baby 


wraps worn by a primeval couple 
later eaten by polar bears. (Don’t 
ask.) Mini-skirted gabardine busi¬ 
ness suits covered the female en¬ 
semble that followed a madcap 
rush through a supermarket by 
brightly dressed “housewives” (all 
of them male) pushing metal 
carts. 

I didn’t mind the Pop Art col¬ 
ors, sets, costumes, or the music 
— especially as each section 
seemed to end in a hard-driving 
rock beat made for Preljocaj’s 
dangerously fast choreography. I 
was disturbed by the terminal war 
between the sexes. The piece 
opens with three women being 
strangled at a disco. In one sec¬ 
tion, three couples (two hetero, 
one gay male) threaten each other 
with fingers held like guns, repeat¬ 
edly shooting each other, all the 
while screaming, “Fuck you!” — 
“No, fuck you!” 

My problem with this kind of 
content is the same one I have 
with Holocaust fiction. Is the 
writer/filmmaker/choreographer 


disapproving or exploiting? I 
don’t have the answer. I just know 
that, when it makes me uncom¬ 
fortable, it isn’t because of the be¬ 
havior. itself, but because of 
doubts about the artist’s motives. 
Preljocaj legitimizes his process in 
classic French intellectual tradi¬ 
tion, by either combining or con¬ 
trasting the art theories of Marcel 
Duchamp and Joseph Conrad. 

I couldn’t figure out which, 
even though Conrad was one of 
my grad school subjects. The best 
thing that came out of this literary 
conceit was a song in which the 
narrator repeated, “Marcel 
Duchamp, Joseph Conrad, Joseph 
Duchamp, Marcel Conrad.” 
Maybe Preljocaj just liked the 
sound of the syllables — I did — 
without bothering about whether 
it made intellectual sense. 

Finally, there was the choreog¬ 
raphy itself, sometimes slow and 
tedious, often repetitive (with too 
many unisons and no counter¬ 
point), never tender or loving.

'Stop Kiss'

, 1 hate crime didn’t stop the 

, I opening of a play about a 
I I hate crime. Five days before 
Saturday’s premiere of Stop Kiss at 
the Brava Theatre Center, some¬ 
one doused the lobby roof of the 
new refurbished theater and the 
adjoining storefronts with gaso¬ 
line, and the fire knocked out their 
electricity. 

But with a generator to provide 
light to the lobby, and the audito¬ 
rium itself unaffected, the lesbian- 
run Brava! for Women in the Arts 
was able to unveil its sterling pro¬ 
duction of Diana Son’s simple but 
touching play. 

Stop Kiss follows the growing 
closeness between two straight- 
identified women as they try to 
reconcile their mutual attraction 
with their own phobias. Inter¬ 
spersed among the scenes of their 
evolving relationship are scenes 
that flash forward to the horrific 
event that will eventually cement 
their union. 

The play starts as a cheery, 
lightweight urban comedy as an 
idealistic schoolteacher newly ar¬ 
rived in New York becomes fast 
friends with a spinning-her-wheels 
traffic reporter. But as an apart¬ 
ment scene shifts to a police inter¬ 
rogation room in director-design¬ 
er Loy Arcenas’ sharply staged pro¬ 
duction, we learn early on that Son 
has more on her mind than a 
valentine to budding lesbianism. 

Actually, the play heads in sev¬ 
eral different directions almost si¬ 
multaneously, and while each is a 
valid dramatic subject, there is a 
diffusion of message by the end. 
But despite this, and a consistently 
simplistic tone, the play is hard not 
to like for its humanistic affirma¬ 
tions and a redeeming wry tone.

The production benefits from 
a solid cast highlighted by Michi 
Barall’s ingratiating performance 
as the make-no-waves urban vet¬ 
eran Callie. Barali, a newcomer to 
Bay Area stages, is a terrifically 
natural performer able to hit ef¬ 
fective subtle tones in both the 
play’s humor and growing pathos. 

As Sara, the recent New York 
transplant, Dena Martinez pro¬ 
vides a strong compliment to Bar- 
ali’s Callie, and Roberto Robinson 
brings a humorous edge to Callie’s 
sometimes boyfriend George. 
Tom Clyde lends the proper stal¬ 


wart aura to Sara’s former mid- 
western boyfriend Peter, and 
Louis Landman and Cathleen 
Riddley capably complete the cast. 

Stop Kiss is a play of easy an¬ 
swers to complicated questions. 
Fortunately, it is also a play of 
grace and redemption that has 
been enticingly realized at the 
Brava Theatre Center. T

'/ Think I Like

; veryone has a story to tell. 
I f' Some stories resonate be¬ 
lli l cause they intersect interest¬ 
ingly with our own. Others may 
draw attention because they are so 
different from anything we have 
experienced. But some don’t fo¬ 
ment much of anything, perhaps 
because of familiarity, or maybe 
it’s just in the way they are told. 

Whether you’re a lesbian or a 
gay man, I Think I Like Girls, a 
new docu-drama about growing 
up lesbian, probably will contain 
elements from each of the above 
categories for you. Fortunately, the 
occasional dramatic blandness of 
the third category is outweighed 
by the heart, humor, and insight 
of what surrounds it. 

Leigh Fondakowski, the writer- 
director of I Like Girls, spent sever¬ 
al years interviewing on videotape a 
cross-section of lesbians, who talked 
about the various dramas associated 
with finding places for themselves 
in a skeptical and sometimes hostile 
society. Fondakowski was also the 
head writer on Moises Kaufman’s 
The Laramie Project, which used the 
interview technique to explore the 
murder of Matthew Shepard. 

Fondakowski is obviously com¬ 
fortable with the format, and the

two-act production presented by 
Encore Theatre at Thick House has 
been smartly constructed and effi¬ 
ciently staged. A cast of five women 
engagingly plays a variety of drawn- 
from-life characters, with several 
making multiple appearances in the 
cross-cutting production. 

A depiction of the process is 
part of the production, with the 
occasional appearance of an inter¬ 
viewer working with a video cam¬ 
era and asking questions of her 
subjects. That the sessions were 
videotaped is clear enough from 
the performers’ adept recreations 
of vocal idiosyncrasies and body- 
language markers. 

In some of the most telling 
scenes, Fondakowski (as portrayed 
by Lisa Steindler) is seen interview¬ 
ing her own mother (believably 
played by Barbara Pitts), specifical¬ 
ly on how she feels about raising 
two lesbian daughters. “Maybe if I 
had insisted on more feminini¬ 
ty. .the mother says, not yet rec¬ 
onciled to the scions she was dealt. 

It’s a notion more amusing than 
sad in the context. Another recur¬ 
ring story flips that equation. 
Daphne Scholinski (memorably 
rendered by Kelli Simpkins) recalls 
being incarcerated for three years in 
a mental institution as a teenager 
where her diagnosis of “gender 
identity disorder” was treated with

classes in feminine behavior. Fon¬ 
dakowski eventually puts a humor¬ 
ous spin on this incredibly naive 
therapy by turning it into a choreo¬ 
graphed number performed by the 
entire company (which also features 
Amy Resnick and Megan Spooner). 

Other tales include reasonably 
happy endings (a mutilated Barbie 
doll is quickly replaced by a foot' 1 
ball) and too-familiar sad out¬ 
comes (“telling my mother was the 
worst mistake ever made”). There 
are moments when the dynamics 
of some of these highly personal 
stories don’t translate into effective 
theater, a situation that judicious 
editing could improve. 

As it is, I mostly liked I Think I 
Like Girls. T

me,” Goerne shared. “The possi¬ 
bility to study with my idol, with 
the greatest name and the greatest 
artist I knew, was immensely im¬ 
portant.” Without in any way im¬ 
itating Fischer-Dieskau’s style, 
Goerne was taught how to “con¬ 
centrate” himself in a short time, 
“to dive deep into a piece in a cou¬ 
ple of minutes, and to control 
everything, including the atmos¬ 
phere with the audience.” 

Goerne’s next teacher was an¬ 
other great singer of the last gen¬ 
eration, the formidable soprano 
Elisabeth Schwarzkopf. At the 
time they met, Goerne’s voice 
sounded like a tenor on top, a 
baritone in the middle, and a bass 
in the lower register. “She told me 
I had to decide if I wanted to be a 
tenor or a baritone or a bass. She 
worked really hard with me on 
technical things. She put [the 
voice] more and more together, 
and taught me to find my own 
timbre.” 

With neither singer did he 
study interpretation. “The most 
important thing in interpretation 
is personality,” explained Goerne, 
“and the best teacher is my own 
life.” 

When asked about his record¬ 
ings, Goerne highly recommend¬ 
ed the Eisler and his Schumann 
disc with his regular accompanist, 
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Grammy 


Baritone Matthias Goerne is up

M magical sense of stillness 
Jy| filled Herbst Theater last 
m H month as baritone Matthias 
Goerne began his set of five Schu¬ 
bert songs to texts of Friedrich 
von Schlegel. Twice, as I found 
myself taking deep breaths, filling 
myself fully with the sounds and 
feelings coming from this man, I 
had to hold back sobs. As this 
great artist gave life to such phras¬ 
es as, “The green earth shines ever 
more green/just before the sun is 
gone,” and “All have sprung from 
the heavenly source/Is not every 
being one of the chorus?” I asked 
myself, how often does one expe¬ 
rience such tenderness from a 
man? 

There are times in our lives 
when we meet someone, arid by 
their voice alone, know that it is a 
match. So it is with the voice and 
artistry of Matthias Goerne. First 
heard locally in recital with San 
Francisco Performances two years 
ago, the baritone recently re¬ 
turned to the Herbst for a rare 
presentation of two lieder recitals 
in a week: one of Schumann, the 
other of Schubert. Even as signs of 
an oncoming cold forced him to 
leave the stage before the end of 
the recital, one could feel that Go¬ 
erne had left his mark on all those 
in attendance. 

Matthias Goerne has touched 
far more than his audiences at the 
concerts and song recitals which 
comprise the bulk of his public 
appearances. At age 34, the bari¬ 
tone has just received his fourth 
Grammy nomination, this for a 
recording of Bach cantatas with 
Roger Norrington (Decca). His 
first Grammy nomination was for 
hi$ role in Braunfel’s delightful 
opera, Die Vogel (The Birds), the 
second for his Schumann disc 
with Vladimir Ashkenazy at the 
piano, and the third for the Holly¬ 
wood songbook of Hans Eilser. 

Goerne’s Bach is performed 
with the same honeyed tone and 
open-hearted phrasing that dis¬ 
tinguished his breathtaking Schu¬ 
bert set in Herbst. His gently un¬ 
derstated, seamless singing of 
Bach’s famed solo bass cantata, Ich 
habegenug (“For me, it is enough. 

I have taken the Savior into my 
eager arms; for me it is enough!”), 
lightly accompanied by Norring¬ 
ton, has created a recording to 
treasure. 

Best-laid plans 

After two failed attempts to in¬ 
terview Goerne in San Francisco, I 
finally caught up with him by 
phone in Brussels. It was midnight 
there, and he had just finished a 
rehearsal with pianist Alfred Bren- 
del for forthcoming recitals of 
Beethoven’s An die Feme Geliebte 
and Schubert’s Schwanengesang. 
Calling Brendel “really a genius, a 
great artist and a great man,” he 
was enthusiastic about their forth¬ 
coming plans to record both 
Schubert’s Schwanengesang and 
Winter reise. 

Goerne was delighted with his 
Grammy nominations. He ex¬ 
pressed “total surprise” at last 
year’s nomination for the Eisler, 
stating, “In my opinion, it was a 
fantastic success to come that far 
with that kind of record.” Though 
he has already won all the impor-

tant European prizes, including 
the Gramophone Vocal award for 
the Eisler, the Cannes Award, and 
the Echo Prize, he laughingly con¬ 
fessed he hoped he would win the 
Grammy sometime. “The other 
nominees are also really good.” 

While Goerne’s Bach faces 
some tough competition from Ce¬ 
cilia Bartoli’s Vivaldi album, 
Thomas Quasthoff’s Brahms/Liszt 
lieder, Maria Bayo’s Handel arias 
and cantatas, and Anna Sophie 
von Otter’s Folksongs, his biggest 
obstacle is Grammy politics. After 
some discussion, we agreed that 
while the Grammy nominations, 
made by experts in their respec¬ 
tive fields, hold great significance, 
the actual awards are much less 
important and, quite frankly, 
“ridiculous.” Grammy awards are 
determined by the entire mem¬ 
bership of the National Academy 
of Recording Arts and Sciences, 
including many people who have 
never heard the recordings of the 
classical artists nominated, let 
alone the music of Braunfels and 
Eisler. Big labels, and artists who 
have lots of connections in the in¬ 
dustry, usually garner the awards. 

Matthias Goerne was no more 
than nine years old when he told 
his parents that he wished to be a 
professional singer. Raised in an 
artistic environment — his father 
is currently director of all the act¬ 
ing theatres in Dresden — Go¬ 
erne began singing in a theatre 
children’s choir. When it came 
time to work with a teacher, he 
took up to 10 one-hour lessons 
every week. 

“This is really a lot of study,” he 
explained. “Most students spend 
only an hour a week with their 
teacher. It’s really amazing to have 
10 hours a week. This is such an 
important way to learn all the fun¬ 
damentals. Later on, I studied four 
or even six hours a day. But to 
study 10 hours a week in the be¬ 
ginning is really amazing. After a 
short time, I could decide what 
piece was right for me, and what 
was too early.” 

Idol time 

When Goerne was only 20, he 
won a West Berlin vocal competi¬ 
tion whose jury was headed by 
Aribert Reimann. Goerne asked 
Reimann if he could connect him 
with the great baritone Dietrich 
Fischer-Dieskau. The connection 
was made, and the two studied to¬ 
gether from approximately 1985 
to 1988.

Dead-end kid 

' Ratcatcher' in Glasgow

* arly on in Lynne Ramsay’s 
debut feature, Ratcatcher, a 
HM gang of boys rustling 
through plastic bags of garbage 
make what in another film would 
be the grisly discovery of a canine 
corpse — but in a landscape re¬ 
sembling a moon made out of 
Glad bags, the find merely inspires 
some dark humor. “Somebody’s 
chucked out a perfectly good 
dog.” In the Scottish slum world of 
twelve-year-old James Gillespie, 
no boy can find a pet that far up 
the food chain. James’ only sur¬ 
viving boy pal, Kenny, settles for 
rodents. 

In the chillingly observed envi¬ 
rons of a Glasgow housing pro¬ 
ject, which because of a strike is 
drowning in its own garbage, even 
innocent play can turn deadly for 
both rodents and boys. Kenny ties 
his mouse’s tail to a balloon; the 
resulting aerial execution reminds 
a viewer of the more predictably- 
grounded child universe in films 
like My Life as a Dog. But film 
school-trained Ramsay isn’t out to 
show us the usual comforting 
muddle of pathos, whimsy, and 
fumbling self-discovery that is the 
stuff of most coming-of-age films. 
No, Ramsay means to tell us that 
in her Glasgow, a boy like James 
can, in any moment, simply drop 
off the face of the earth. In an 
early scene, James’ other best 
friend, Brian, drowns in the local 
canal while the boys are engaged 
in seemingly harmless horseplay. 
James is not linked to Brian’s 
death by adults, but his own guilt 
deepens and festers. 

It is an unbreakable rule of 
British “kitchen sink” films that 
the boy hero be painfully and ir¬ 
reconcilably alienated from not 
only his dad, but virtually all male 
authority figures. Thus, the only 
affection James receives comes 
when his saintly mother cleans the 
lice from his hair, or when he is 
adopted by a 14-year-old girl, 
Margaret Anne, whose previous 
encounters with boys were of a 


slutty nature. James’ dad or Da is a 
hard-drinking, football-watching, 
skirt-chasing iayabout whose 
greatest exertion is to steal change 
from his wife’s purse to get his 
next pint. James’ greatest fear is 
becoming his Da. 

Cruising speed 

One day, James steals from the 
thief and hops a city bus. As the 
empty double-decker cruises be¬ 
yond Glasgow’s stinky bound¬ 
aries, James glimpses the unsullied 
Scottish countryside — what the 
poet may have been hinting at in 
the anthem to Britain’s New 
Jerusalem known in heart of every 
British schoolboy. Getting off the 
bus, James discovers a half-fin¬ 
ished cluster of townhouses, with 
brand-spanking-new appliances. 
Climbing into a plastic-wrapped 
bathtub, the boy tries to both ban¬ 
ish his guilt and dream a whole 
new future for his family, a future 
as boundless as the golden-brown 
fields of wheat beyond the kitchen 
window. 

Ramsay’s Ratcatcher confines 
its observations about James’ 
world to things the children 
themselves might hear, see or feel. 
Director of Photography Alwin 


Kuchler’s fluid camera frequently 
hovers at a 12-year-old’s line of 
sight. A largely nonprofessional 
young cast, featuring preteen 
schoolboy William Eadie as James, 
gives a documentary sense of re¬ 
ality to the brutish playtime of 
Glasgow’s Dead End Kids. First¬ 
time actor Eadie is a natural, able 
to carry reels of screentime with 
merely a look or gesture, and yet 
when the time comes, also able to 
scream convincingly at his TV-ad¬ 
dled Da, “I hate football!” Eadie 
also contributes to the age-old 
mystery of why British lads are 
heir to sexy Dumbo ears. 

The filmmaker shrewdly em¬ 
ploys subtitles to render clear and 
poetic the mostly impenetrable 
Scottish urban slum slang. When 
a TV reporter is allowed to speak 
without subtitles, we see afresh the 
prison of class-bound language. 
Ratcatcher is a prime example of 
what film schools aspire to from 
their graduates — life captured in 
a visual poetic language rendering 
James a universal slum-child 
Ulysses. T

| n the Mood for Love is a little 
; picture, in more ways than one. 
1 Set in 1962 Hong Kong, this 
story of thwarted romance takes 
place in tiny rooms, back alleys, 
and on narrow, vertiginous stone 
stairways that never seem to re¬ 
ceive light. Writer/director Wong 
Kar-Wai ( Happy Together ) brings 
together two attractive stars, Tony 
Leung (who played the homosex¬ 
ual lover in Happy Together ) and 
Maggie Cheung ( Irma Vep, Chi¬ 
nese Box ) as neighbors whose 
spouses are having an affair. 

Mrs. Chan (Cheung) and her 
husband rent a room in a flat next 
door to Mr. Chow (Leung) and his 
wife. Both couples live in tiny, 
cramped quarters, sharing kitchen 
and bathroom facilities with oth¬ 
ers who live in their flat. When 
Mr. Chow discovers that his wife 
is having an affair with Mr. Chan, 
he approaches Mrs. Chan with the 
information.

United in their betrayal, the 
two begin to meet secretly and 
find they have a great deal in com¬ 
mon. Emotionally drawn to each 
other, they are determined “not to 
be like them,” and the pattern for 
romantic frustration is firmly es¬ 
tablished. 


In the Mood for Love is beauti¬ 
fully filmed, and William Chang’s 
production and costume designs 
are exquisite. As lovers thwarted 
by the social constraints of their 
time, Mr. Chow and Mrs. Chan’s 
story could have been written by 
Edith Wharton. Both principal 
characters suffer from the same 
culturally induced emotional 
paralysis Wharton portrays in 
both The Age of Innocence and The 
House of Mirth. In a wonderfully 
evocative and dissonant touch, the 
director uses Nat King Cole Span- 
ish-language romance songs of 
the period to underscore the long¬ 
ing of his two central characters. 
At the end of this bittersweet film, 
some viewers will feel frustrated 
— and the degree of frustration 
the audience feels may be in direct 
correlation to the filmmaker’s suc¬ 
cess. ▼

HJIIf atc ^ n § TV these days, 
one might think Bill 

IF W Clinton were still Presi¬ 
dent. The Republican passion for 
trashing Clinton remains insa¬ 
tiable, and the media can’t get 
enough. The three major net¬ 
works have instituted versions of 
what NBC News calls The Clinton 
Watch — daily reports at the top 
of the evening news on what Clin¬ 
ton is doing and what the Re¬ 
publicans think about it. 

If we believed con¬ 
spiracy theories, we 
just might think the 
focus on Clinton is a 
Republican ploy to 
deflect attention from 
all the damage the 
Bush Adminis¬ 
tration has been 
doing in its first 
few weeks. But 
it could simply be habit — the Re¬ 
publicans and the media just can’t 
seem to stop their loathe affair 
with Clinton. 

Activist filmmaker Michael 
Moore put it succinctly on Politi¬ 
cally Incorrect last week. Moore 
said, “People are focusing on 
$600,000 for Clinton’s office when 
there are millions being given away 
daily in corporate welfare by the 
Republicans. Is the press so lazy 
that they have to focus on Clin¬ 
ton’s office? They have a target — 
he’s in the White House. He did¬ 
n’t win the election, he’s illegiti¬ 
mate.” 

When the media wasn’t focus¬ 
ing on Clinton, their attention was 
on Ronald Reagan, who celebrat¬ 
ed his 90th birthday last week. 
Reagan, whose relationship with 
wife Nancy has been deified by 
NBC’s Tom Brokaw in repeated 
interviews with the former First 
Lady, was lauded from NBC to 
PBS for everything from simple 
wit to single-handedly ending the 
Cold War (a deed which Kennedy, 
Nixon and Gorbachev had far 
more influence over). 

Bill Maher, whose Politically 
Incorrect was in Washington all 
last week, noted of the Reagan 
kudos: “It was Bill Clinton who 
actually did the things that Reagan 
only talked about — eliminating 
the deficit and creating welfare re¬ 
form.” Maher added that it would 


kill Republicans to admit that. 

Maher had a stellar list of 
guests on PI all week, including 
Sen. Joe Lieberman, who was 
funny and — despite the amnesi¬ 
ac lovefest between Democrats 
and Dubya — unafraid to attack 
the new Administration.

When she 
wasn’t touting her rabid anti¬ 
choice agenda and bashing Clin¬ 
ton (it’s a fixation), she was mak¬ 
ing barely veiled anti-Semitic 
comments about Jews and the 
Florida election results (“They can 
fill out lottery tickets and play five 
bingo cards at once, but they can’t 
do a butterfly ballot?”) 

We enjoyed Rep. Juanita Mil- 
lender-McDonald (D-Cal) of the 
Congressional Black Caucus stick¬ 
ing it to the Republicans. One 
query after her conservative op¬ 
ponent lauded Reagan yet again: 
“Why has so much — airports, 
buildings, bridges — been named 
after Reagan, and nothing after 
LBJ, who signed the civil rights 
law?” 

And we always love Barbara 
Boxer, who is so smart and so able 
to best her opposition. Former 
Congressman-turned-right-wing- 
talk-show-host Bob Dornan is as 


homophobic as ever, and hates 
Clinton more than even blacks, 
Jews, queers and the Latina who 
ousted him from office. We did 
appreciate his assertion that he 
wasn’t a racist and the Ku Klux 
Klan has targeted him for assassi¬ 
nation.

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Painter among poets 

Joe Brainard at Berkeley Art Museum

N ew York’s Museum of 
Modern Art can be a color¬ 
ful place. And it certainly 
was when I visited it several years 
ago and saw a woman and her two 
gay friends avidly taking it in. 
After looking at a show of “im¬ 
portant” art, they went to the 
print galleries and stopped in 
front of a silkscreen of Marilyn 
Monroe. In an awestruck voice, 
the woman opined, “Whatever he 
does, you still know it’s Andy.” As 
in Warhol. 

New York artist Joe Brainard, 
whose first-ever retrospective is 
now on view at the Berkeley Art 
Museum, never had that problem. 
He lacked a signature style, and 
that can be a drawback, especially 
in America, where success often 
means doing the same thing again 
and again, and artists like LeRoy 
Neiman, Peter Max, or more high- 
toned ones like Jasper Johns and 
Jim Dine have certainly done that. 
Surprise is almost out of the ques¬ 
tion. But Brainard’s strong suit 
was precisely that, surprise. And 
though it’s sad that this artist, who 
was born in 1942 and died from 
AIDS in 1994, is just getting the 
full treatment, he was always an 
open secret in the New York art 
world. Like the poet Frank 
O’Hara, he also seems to have had 
many artist friends who were also 
his collaborators. And these pro¬ 
jects are certainly some of the 
most interesting accomplishments 
of his protean talent. 

. But Brainard didn’t stop there, 
and the BAM show has about 150 
examples of his output, which 
ranges from collages and assem¬ 
blages to paintings and drawings. 
Fully a fifth of these come from 
the collection of his partner, Ken- 
ward Elmslie, who’s a publisher, 
poet and the librettist of many 
American operas, including ones 
by Jack Beeson ( Lizzie Borden ) 
and Ned Rorem ( Miss Julie). 


Brainard was equally diverse, 
and used and quoted many differ¬ 
ent styles which, I suppose, makes 
him a postmodern. Sure, he had 
enormous facility, but what really 
distinguishes his work is its easy, 
unforced grace. Even painstaking¬ 
ly constructed mixed-media col¬ 
lages like “Blossom” (1977) look 
effortless, and so do his 1972 se¬ 
ries of gouaches based on Ernie 
Bushmiller’s cartoon character 
Nancy. “If Nancy Was A Boy” — 
she raises her skirt to reveal guess 
what? — and “If Nancy Was 
Andre Breton At 18 Months” — 
her head pasted on the baby pic¬ 
ture of the father of Surrealism — 
are two of the funniest. 

Fruit mix 

Some of the oddest and most 
original pieces are those done 
with Brainard’s poet friends. The 
1964 collage “Have You Seen Dr. 
Strangelove Yet? It’s Quite Articu¬ 
late, Very Fine,” for example, 
shows Jiminy Cricket saying just 
that (the words are Frank

Maria are in the gazebo and 
they’ve decided they’re going to be 
married, and the Captain very 
gently touches her nose with his 
finger, and their comment was — 
and I mean, they stand up and 
scream their comments — ‘Get 
the booger, Captain.’” 

At the Castro premiere, a sold- 
out benefit for Frameline, no one 
was quite so well-prepared. Some 
comments were only audible to 
surrounding theatergoers, so there 
would be pockets of laughter 
erupting from different parts of the 
auditorium. There was a lot of hiss¬ 
ing of the Nazis and of the sotto- 
bitchy Baroness, stomping of feet 
whenever the von Trapp children 
marched into a room, and derisive 
laughter at the movie’s primary- 


O’Hara’s) to a suitably querulous 
bug, the image inset, framed by 
old-time Christmas wrapping 
paper. The ink-on-collage “Unti¬ 
tled (Cherries)” (1964) mixes 
packing-crate pictures of the fruit 
with O’Hara’s completely unrelat¬ 
ed French text. The artist’s collab¬ 
oration with Ron Padgett, “The 
Sky Book” (1965), is a collage of 
delicate and evocative images. 
There’s even some homoerotic 
content, hunks wearing nothing 
but sky-blue skivvies. And speak¬ 
ing of hunks, there’s O’FJara’s 
comic-book sendup, “Red Rydler 
and Dog” (1964), with its deadpan 
text, “One of the real reasons Red 
wanted to leave Palo Alto was that 
he had developed a bad habit of 
writing mash notes to other cow¬ 
boys!” — and this is just an ex¬ 
cerpt! 

Brainard also designed covers 
for three of John Ashbery’s poetry 
books — the 1970 reprint of Some 
Trees (1956), Three Plays (1978) 
and The Vermont Notebook

colors approach to storytelling. 

And, of course, there is the 
sing-along. Subtitled lyrics appear 
whenever anyone on screen sings 
a note, even when the nuns are 
chanting in Latin. At the Castro, 
the singing was hearty, and every¬ 
one waved the supplied plastic 
sprigs of edelweiss during that 
song’s misty-eyed performance, 
and then fired off their party pop¬ 
pers when the Captain and the 
Maria finally kiss. 

Pre-screening instructions are 
included in a warm-up offered by 
local personalities Trauma Flint- 
stone and Connie Champagne in 
scripted banter that could use some 
editing, not to mention some re¬ 
hearsal. It was a looooong evening. 

As might be expected at the 
Castro Theatre, and at a benefit 
for an organization that presents 
the gay and lesbian film festival, 
the crowd was largely gay. But, ac-

cording to Carr, that’s been true 
wherever she’s seen Sing-a-Long 
Sound of Music. 

“I had a wonderful comment 
in Austin,” she said. “They said to 
me, ‘You know, we always used to 
love Judy Garland, and then there 
was Bette Midler, but now we love 
Liesl.’ I take that as a great honor. 
I’m in really good company.” 

Amazingly, Carr had no acting 
credits, and really no acting ambi¬ 
tions, when she was cast as Liesl 
after a fluke audition. But she ob¬ 
viously acquitted herself nicely. 

She succeeded, she thinks, “be¬ 
cause I didn’t know any better. I 
had no idea what a grand film 
they were making. I didn’t know 
who Julie Andrews was. 1 had 
never heard of Christopher Plum¬ 
mer or Robert Wise. There was 
nobody I was afraid of.” 

Filming was a happy, family¬ 
like experience, although Plum¬ 
mer, as Capt. von Trapp, rigorous¬ 
ly avoided interacting with his 


screen children when the camera 
wasn’t rolling. “He doesn’t like 
kids,” Carr said. “He doesn’t like 
his own kid.” 

Julie Andrews was playful and 
helpful during filming, but while 
the actors who played the von 
Trapp children formed a lifelong 
bond, Andrews quickly moved on. 
“She has just pushed us away as 
far as possible,” Carr said, offering 
an off-the-record story to confirm 
her contention. 

Carr stayed under contract 
with 20th Century Fox for several 
years after The Sound of Music, but 
the studio mainly used her to pro¬ 
mote the movie around the world. 
She decided to give up acting after 
she married Jay Brent in 1966 and 
turned to interior decorating. 

“I think the reason I married Jay 
is that he had the courage to ask me 
out,” Carr said, recalling how her 
one big screen credit proved more a 
detriment than an asset as a dating 
magnet. Brent and Carr divorced in 
1991 after 24 years of marriage and 
raising two daughters. 

“Since then I’ve had a couple 
of relationships that haven’t 
worked out,” Carr said. 

Does she think her enduring 
association with the virginal Liesl 
remains a roadblock when it 
comes to men? “Yeah,” Carr said, 
“and it’s a bummer.” T

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Teens, twenties, and all that jazz

T he very long list of facts 
about my life for which I am 
appreciative includes the 
happy truth that I am no longer a 
teenager. Also on the list, that I am 
no longer in my twenties. Of 
course, I’m no longer in my thir¬ 
ties or forties, but those statistics 
are on another list altogether. A 
pair of new books explores the 
uncertainty, anguish, and worse of 
that awful period known as young 
adulthood. What makes each es¬ 
pecially valuable is that we get to 
hear the voices of those teens and 
twentysomethings, not, as is all 
too customary, the condescending 
voices of the elders who did the 
interviewing or editing. The Secret 
Life of Teens: Young People Speak 
Out About Their Lives (edited 
by Gayatri Patnaik and 
Michelle T. Shinseki; 
HarperSanFrancis- 
co, $12.95) and Her 
Way: Young Women 
Remake the Sexual 
Revolution (by 
Paula Kamen; 

NYU Press, 

$25.95) are suggested reading for 
the young, but obligatory reading 
for those elders who have any de¬ 
sire to reach across the chasm that 
divides young and old. 

The Secret Life of Teens will 
break your heart. When I was a 
teenager, the big issue in my 
Catholic High School was gum. 
The only threat to life and limb 
was arriving unprepared for Sister 
Terecita’s English class. Don’t 
imagine for a moment that today’s 
teenagers are experiencing what 
we did; don’t think that “when I 
was your age” has any meaning 
whatever to kids who are faced 
with the brutal equation sex = 
death every day. A collection of 
letters addressed to the future, to 
teachers, to parents, to each of us, 
The Secret Life is filled with heart¬ 


felt truths, starting with this stag¬ 
gering assertion by Steve St. 

Pierre: “Listen, if any ‘elders’ 
are reading this, get a 
clue, we’re not 
you!” I don’t think 
I’d be brave enough 
to be a teenager 
today. My admiration 
for those who 
contributed 
thoughtful, 
angry, funny, 
and moving letters 
to this collection is complete and 
entire. 

Her Way is based on interviews 
conducted by Paula Kamen with 
twentysomething women who are 
part of a “sexual evolution,” and 
are “taking control of their sex 
lives.” In so doing they are moving 
beyond the sexual stereotypes of 
the more and less distant past, 
claiming the right to their own 
sexuality in ways that are power¬ 
ful and empowering. These young 
women have no time for the rules 
that crippled their grandmothers, 
or drove their mothers to distrac¬ 
tion. I was particularly impressed 
by Kow thoughtful and articulate 
these young women were, 
whether talking about doing it, 
alone or with others, not doing it,

Finding Your Leading Man by Jon 
P. Bloch, Ph.D.; St. Martin's

A lthough gay marriage (and 
visiting the sleepy state of 
Vermont) is an enticing 
idea, the thought of meeting and 
forming a relationship with a lov¬ 
ing, faithful man remains the stuff 
of dreams for many. With no 
rings, no roses, and no box of 
chocolates, many gay men are 
made to feel less than socially ad¬ 
equate by simply enjoying their 
own single status. Enter the 
Ph.D.s, the Love Doctors, the sex 
therapists who line bookstore 
shelves with endless parades of 
How-To-Find-Mr.-Right books 
that end up as dubiously effective 
as a personal ad. 

Where are the comprehensive, 
practical books on the pleasures of 
being a single gay man? Heck, I 
may end up writing the damn 
thing myself. 

In the meantime, we’ve got 
books like Dr. Jon Bloch’s Finding 
Your Leading Man, an overarch¬ 
ing, novel-length work of detailed 
matchmaking. In an attempt to 
keep his promise to “create male- 
to-male intimacy and make your 
relationship a blockbuster,” the 
author employs a sometimes hu- 


nected with a jazz musician. Geof¬ 
frey explains, “Music has always 
been the very soul of New Or¬ 
leans. You hear it wherever you go 
in the French Quarter — on the 
streets, in restaurants and clubs, 
on the cruise boats which ply the 
Mississippi.

Over the course of the next couple 
of years and many hours of live 
and taped interviews, his oral his¬ 
tory emerged in the form you are 
now reading.” The book includes 
a CD featuring May performing 
15 songs, including such favorites 
as “Closer Walk with Thee” and 
“Do You Know What it Means to 
Miss New Orleans?” 

Geoffrey continues, “At the re¬ 
quest of his many fans, James has 
compiled his most popular num¬ 
bers on several CDs which, at the 
moment, he makes available to the 
public exclusively during his live 
performances. The CD for A.K.A. 
Doc was specially prepared by Ca¬ 
dence Jazz Books from these 
recordings.” A.K.A. Doc should be 
required reading for anyone who 
doubts the commitment to 
artistry of street performers. The 
rest of us can marvel at a life lived 
to the fullest, and enjoy some gor¬ 
geous music at the same time. ▼

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Poor little rich boy 

Gay dime-store heir courts Duchess, cuckolds Duke of Windsor

hose who believe that 
J§ money does not buy happi- 
1 ness will be comforted by 
Christopher Wilson’s Dancing 
with the Devil (St. Martin’s Press, 
$24.95), a chronicle of the rela¬ 
tionship between the Duchess of 
Windsor and dime-store heir 
Jimmy Woolworth Donahue. Ac¬ 
cording to Wilson, the flamboy¬ 
antly gay Donahue and the former 
Wallis Warfield Simpson were 
lovers during the early 1950s. She 
became so infatuated with him 
that she considered leaving the 
Duke, the man who had given up 
the throne of England to marry 
her, to wed Donahue, 20 years her 
junior, insists the author. 

Additionally, Wilson says that 
the Duchess’ biographer, Michael 
Bloch, raised the question of her 
gender. In a 1996 article, Bloch 
quoted Dr. John Randall, a British 
psychiatrist and “an expert in the 
differences between men and 
women,” as stating, ‘“I want to tell 
you something extraordinary... 
The Duchess was a man. There is 
no doubt of it, for I’ve heard the 
details from a colleague who ex¬ 
amined her. She was a man.’” This 
colleague is never named, nor is a 
date given for this examination. 
Amazingly, Wilson claims that 
Bloch was “unable to pursue this 
conversation, and two years later, 
Randall died.” But an associate of 
Randall’s opined that he had been 
referring to “Androgen Insensitiv¬ 
ity Syndrome,” an unusual condi¬ 
tion in which “a child is born ge¬ 
netically male with the XY chro¬ 
mosome, but owing to the fact 
that the body does not respond to 
the male sex hormone, it develops 
as a female. When they reach ma¬ 
turity, such women exude certain 


male characteristics and have un¬ 
usually strident personalities. Such 
people cannot bear children, and 
unless aided by surgery, often can¬ 
not experience sexual intercourse.” 

Wilson concedes that no direct 
proof exists that the Duchess in¬ 
deed suffered from this affliction, 
but his book assumes she did. He 
again quotes Bloch as saying that 
it was likely that the Duke’s 
masochism prevented penetrative 
sex from ever taking place be¬ 
tween him and his wife. This may 
explain the Duchess’ famous crack 
about the Duke, saying he was 
“not heir-conditioned.” It might 
also support Wilson’s assertion 
that she eventually found sexual 
furfilment with the hitherto ex¬ 
clusively gay Donahue. Wilson 
hints about the sexual activity be¬ 
tween Jimmy and the Duchess, 
but is unclear on the specifics. 

Well. This is boudoir biography 
at its juiciest, but better evidence 
regarding the more sensational as¬ 
pects of the story would be wel¬ 
come. At least one source is cited 
for the Duke’s proclivities. Ullick 
Alexander, identified only as “a 
courtier,” told biographer Philip 
Ziegler that the Duke enjoyed “the 
sexual perversion of abasement” 
and liked being frightened by his 
wife. This is plausible. Jimmy 
Donahue’s open homosexuality is 
also well-documented, and it is 
true that for a few years he and the 
Duchess were quite intimate and 
spent nights alone together when 
the Duke was in England visiting 
his family. Wilson refers to testi¬ 
mony that suggests sexual intima¬ 
cy, and considerable evidence ex¬ 
ists supporting an infatuation be¬ 
tween Donahue and Wallis. 

But Wilson fails to address the 
Duchess’ sexual relations with her 
two previous husbands. Biogra¬ 
phers have suggested that her first

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marriage ended because her hus¬ 
band was physically abusive. The 
second ended when she began her 
campaign to wed the King and be¬ 
come Queen of England, succeed¬ 
ing only in the former. What kind 
of sex life did she have with these 
two men? No one knows, but if she 
really was “a man,” surely one of 
them would have noticed, and it 
would have affected their marriage. 

Strings attached 

Wilson is on much more solid 
ground documenting the sad tale 
of Donahue, which was similar to 
the tragic life of his first cousin, 
Barbara Hutton. Unlike his 
cousin, whose fortune came both . 
from their Woolworth grandfa¬ 
ther and her father, the founder of 
the E.F. Hutton brokerage firm, 
Jimmy did not have a great deal of 
money himself. The purse strings 
were controlled by his mother 
Jessie Woolworth Donahue, who 
spent a fortune unsuccessfully try¬ 
ing to crash old money circles. 
Jimmy’s father was not a great so¬ 
cial catch and was bisexual. 

Jimmy was the second of two 
boys born to the Donahues. In¬ 
dulged, lazy, sent to the best 
schools but an indifferent student, 
he grew up handsome, charming, 
superficial, and quite open about 
his sexuality, although he was cir¬ 


cumspect around his mother. He 
and cousin Barbara, a serial 
monogamist with seven hus¬ 
bands, were close. Curiously, Wil¬ 
son mentions Jimmy’s relation¬ 
ship with many of Barbara’s 
spouses, but is silent about his 
feelings for one of them, the bi¬ 
sexual Cary Grant, the only one 
who refused any alimony or fi¬ 
nancial settlement. 

Wilson also shows that Don¬ 
ahue and his mother spent huge 
sums on the Windsors, who 
greedily sought the hospitality 
and generosity of others. But Wil¬ 
son implies this was done out of 
necessity, which is not true. The 
Duke received a handsome'al¬ 
lowance from the British govern¬ 
ment, and kept the considerable 


proceeds from the sale of proper¬ 
ties he had owned outright in his 
homeland. Additionally, the 
French government allowed the 
Windsors to live in an elegant 
mansion in the Bois de Boulogne 
for a miniscule fee. But the Duke 
was tight-fisted, preferring to 
spend his money only on his wife, 
while social arrivistes footed the 
bill for their entertainment. 

Donahue and. the Duchess 
eventually tired of each other. 
They argued, and a drunken 
Jimmy kicked her viciously in the 
shins. He would then tell unflat¬ 
tering stories about her to friends. 
They eventually reconciled, but 
never resumed their friendship. 

This curious story is set in the 
gilded watering holes of the rich: 
New York, Paris, Biarritz, Monte 
Carlo, Palm Beach. The cast of 
celebrities is impressive: in addition 
to Hutton, we have glimpses of 
Doris Duke, Elsa Maxwell, Cecil 
Beaton, Marjorie Merriweather 
Post, Montgomery Clift, Libby Hol¬ 
man, Francis Cardinal Spellman, 
Truman Capote, various Vander¬ 
bilts, and Lupe Velez, who starred 
in a revue Donahue produced dur¬ 
ing his unsuccessful foray into show 
business. Few of these people, how¬ 
ever, seem very pleasant, and fewer 
still were happy. 

Donahue died in 1966 of an 
overdose of Seconal and alcohol 
in his mother’s posh Fifth Avenue 
apartment. He was 51. Earlier, one 
of his boyfriends had died under 
similar circumstances in Hawaii. 
According to Wilson, many of 
Donahue’s cafe society acquain¬ 
tances refused to discuss him. 
Others called him evil and vindic¬ 
tive. Some referred to his charm 
and generosity. 

Wilson’s chronicle of his life is 
entertaining, if superficial. But 
then, so was his subject. T

This is a hard-nosed guy, and he 
won’t let you forget it. On the 
other hand, his speed doesn’t kill, 
it invigorates.

Christine Jorgensen, A Personal 
Autobiography by Christine Jor¬ 
gensen; Cleis Press, $14.95 

|j% he wasn’t the first, but she 
certainly made the most 
waves. In May 1950, former 
G.I. George Jorgensen arrived in 
Denmark on a journey of self-dis¬ 
covery. On February 13,1953, the 
surgically altered Jorgensen, now 
known as “Christine,” stepped off 
a plane at New York’s Idlewild Air¬ 
port and into the history books. 
Over 300 reporters were waiting 
for their photo-op. By the end of 
1953, Christine Jorgensen, the 
American male-to-female trans¬ 
sexual, had become the subject of 
more print stories than any other 
person that year. 

Cleis Press is reissuing the late 
Jorgensen’s autobiography, origi¬ 
nally penned in 1967, with a new 
introduction by Susan Stryker. As 
Stryker points out, the writing is 
pretty tame, especially when com¬ 
pared to the personal life of the 
male photographer turned female 
cabaret performer. But it’s clear 
from Jorgensen’s words that she 


not only wanted to show how she 
pioneered this type of sex change, 
but to illuminate the emotional 
and physical prison she endured 
as a woman trapped in a man’s 
body. 

Christine describes George 
Jorgensen as a thin, effeminate 
young man with underdeveloped 
genitalia and a tendency toward 
unrequited crushes on heterosex¬ 
ual men. But as much as George 
was drawn to men, the thought of 
a homosexual liaison was repel¬ 
lent to him. Jorgensen began an 
independent study of the effect of 
hormones on the human body 
and psyche, and he eventually 
contacted physicians who were 
doing early work in the field of sex 
reassignment. Convinced he was 
more female than male, he went to 
Denmark to stay with distant rel¬ 
atives; after two-and-a-half years 
of treatments and two operations, 
George was Christine. 

The product of a conservative 
upbringing, Christine was unpre¬ 
pared for the storm of controver¬ 
sy that arose when reporters un¬ 
earthed the story. Christine Jor¬ 
gensen became a celebrity 
overnight, and she was granted 
just as much respect as Monica

Eric Schneider. His just-released 
first opera aria recital, which in¬ 
cludes a version of Wagner’s “Song 
to the Evening Star” from 
Tannhauser that rivals if not sur¬ 
passes the greatest, will be fol¬ 
lowed by the release of a four- 
singer version of Mahler’s DerKn- 
aben Wunderhorn with the Con- 
certgebouw and Chailly; Die 
Schone Mullerin with Eric Schnei¬ 
der; and, later on, Winterreise and 
Schwanengesang with Brendel. 

Secure bonds 

Of the artists he has collabo¬ 
rated with, he is most pleased with 
his relationships with accompa¬ 
nist Schneider and the conductors 
Chailly and Dohnanyi. “With 
both,” he explained, “I am so se¬ 
cure. It is so easy to work with 
them. There is no problem; it is 
unnecessary to talk about the 
music. They have the scores, and I 
have the scores, and we do a con¬ 
cert. It’s really a blind date.” 

Goerne also enthused about a 
“fantastic moment” four years 
ago, when he twice sang a concert 
version of Wagner’s Tannhauser 
with Deborah Voigt, James Con- 
Ion conducting. “It was really 
beautiful. Deborah Voigt was so 


great.” Alas, this performance was 
only captured in a private record¬ 
ing made for the artists. 

Though Goerne considers 
Mozart and Bach the greatest of 
composers, the one who remains 
most important to his career is 
Schubert. In the operatic reper¬ 
toire, he finds himself most inter¬ 
ested in Monteverdi and Wagner. 
(“It’s weird. I’ve never sung Mon¬ 
teverdi, but I’m listening to him a 
lot. I think I will do it.”) Now that 
his voice can handle somewhat 
heavier repertoire than before, he 
feels ready to occasionally sing the 
roles of Amfortas and Kurvenal. 

As evidenced by his San Fran¬ 
cisco recitals, Goerne also plans to 
continue exploring the lesser- 
known song repertoire. “We have 
so many pieces,” he explained, 
“and so much fantastic, unknown 
repertoire — unknown for me as 
well as the audience — that it 
makes sense to offer it to the audi¬ 
ence. It doesn’t make sense to al¬ 
ways do the same things again and 
again. It’s too boring for me.” 

For the foreseeable future, 
Matthias Goerne’s main focus will 
remain the concert repertoire and 
“all the beautiful songs. This is 
what I prefer,” he explains in the 
same voice that weds strength 
with gentleness. “All my love is 
connected with this kind of reper¬ 
toire.” ▼

like a fun party game idea may be 
where the author strayed off 
course in trying to market this 
book as a serious self-help aid. 
Bloch’s crisp, satirical writing 
combined with brazen pigeonhol¬ 
ing lends itself more to impracti- 
cality than useful mentoring. The 
best sections feature hilariously 
disastrous couplings, of the one- 
star variety, like the Creature of 
Habit who finds the Hyper-Ro¬ 
mantic man to be a “clingy, over- 
emotional nuisance,” while the 
Misfit and the Nice Boy will 
“probably get bored, if not angry, 
quickly,” along with the “comical 
disaster” of matching the Perenni¬ 
al Closet Case with the Therapy 
Junkie. 

Less successful sections of the 


book instruct readers on “how to 
change” their behavior in order to 
better their chances of find a mate. 
A “what needs work” category is as 
grating as Bloch’s use of the term 
“internalized homophobia” as a 
therapeutic crutch. More useful 
are the poignant, insightful final 
chapters that serve as a touch-up 
course in Love 101, the basics of 
searching, finding, understanding, 
and maintaining a loving relation¬ 
ship. 

Stereotypical and pandering 
though it may seem at times, there 
is a ton of fun (implied or not) to 
be had here, as long as readers 
don’t take the book too seriously. 
Its inventiveness, alluring cover 
art, and pliable paperback format 
will make Finding Your Leading 
Man easy to toss from one single 
party guest to the next, all giggling 
at the notion of this mysterious, 
elusive thing called love. T

Lewinsky. The conservative tone 
of the 1950s made Jorgensen into 
a freak; she was a cause celebre, but 
mostly she was a joke. When you 
see how difficult it was for Jor¬ 
gensen to retain her equilibrium, 
you understand why she wrote an 
autobiography that is extremely 
conservative in tone. There are no 
references whatsoever to Christine 
Jorgensen’s sex life, or any real in¬ 
dication that she had one at all. 

Jorgensen’s notoriety forced 
her into the world of entertain¬ 
ment. People wanted to see her, 
and she had to create a venue for 
herself that made that possible. It 
was, for years, nightclub and 
cabaret shows, with some legiti¬ 
mate theater toward the end of 
her life. Jorgensen died of cancer, 
22 years after she penned this au¬ 
tobiography. But anyone who 
reads the reissued text will come 
away with a great deal of admira¬ 
tion for a woman who had the 
courage to chart her own course 
and sail through the toughest of 
storms. ▼ 


Dead cool

Blood, Snow, & Classic Cars, 

Mystery Stories by Joseph Hansen; 
leyland Publications, $16.95 

J oseph Hansen writes some of 
the best mystery fiction around, 
with gay themes through most 
of his over 20 books. His novels 
Nigh two rk, Fadeout, A Smile in His 
Lifetime and Jack of Hearts, set in 
WWII-era Hollywood, include gay 
characterizations of clear humanity. 

In some of them, people die. Not 
mysteriously, not with darting shad¬ 
ows, but with probable cause, simple questions, and inevitable or 
stunning endings. 

His detectives in some of the six stories in Blood, Snow, & Clas¬ 
sic Cars have names like Shattuck and Bohannon, men comfortable 
in their task, despite snowdrifts and gossiping locals, even if the 
corpse in question is one of the not-liked older eccentric gay men 
in a small rural town. 

These stories may have been part of other series. AH have been 
previously published in Ellery Queen and Alfred Hitchcock mystery 
magazines. 

There is an abruptness that brackets these tales. It’s like coming 
in on an episode of Quincy you already sort of know, but it’s nice 
to go along for the short investigation, because one question always 
leads to another. 

Some of the short pieces are a bit too abrupt, as if we’re expect¬ 
ed to have our wits about us, or be familiar with the already estab¬ 
lished characters. Descriptions are brief, characterization more un¬ 
derstood than indulged. 

Hansen’s mystery-solvers sometimes get within spitting distance 
of the suspects, only to be proven right later, but with an unex¬ 
pected twist, as in the title piece. 

Some of the narrators aren’t exactly crime-solvers. “Son of the 
Morning” is more of a novella throughout a married couple’s lives. 
A handsome actor, their longtime friend, serves as a man only grad¬ 
ually revealed as gay, with a supposedly lurid past in the cinema. 

But don’t expect sexy models or sex. Ignore the cheesy Photo¬ 
shop cover art. Real fiction lies beneath. ▼

' Sing-A-Long Sound of Music' is a natural for San Francisco

SSP he skeleton in the closet of 
p Sing-A-Long Sound of Music 
■ is that it began life not in 
London’s respectable West End 
theater district, but across the 
Thames as a distinctly alternative- 
lifestyle camp-fest during the 1999 
Lesbian and Gay Film Festival at 
the British Film Institute. 

I spoke recently by phone with 
Robin Baker, the chap whose 
brainchild the Sing-A-Long phe¬ 
nomenon was. I was somewhat 
tipped off to his attitude by the 
subject line on his initial e-mail: 
“ Sing-A-Long is a rip-offi” 

Will Shank: The Sing-A-Long- 
Sound of Music has enjoyed phe¬ 
nomenal success in many places 
before coming here to San Fran¬ 
cisco. Where did this inspired idea 
come from? 

Robin Baker: An assistant of 
mine had worked in Glasgow 
[Scotland], where they did a per¬ 
formance of musical numbers 
with sound sheets [sheet music] 
in retirement homes — for in¬ 
stance, Seven Brides for Seven 
Brothers. They were shows put on 
for old people to sing along with. 

When we were planning the 


1999 London Gay and Lesbian 
Film Festival at the British Film In¬ 
stitute, I brainstormed with my co¬ 
programmer Briony Hanson to se¬ 
lect other films whose music might 
work for a sing-along at the Na¬ 
tional Film Theater. We decided it 
should be a whole film, rather than 
clips. We thought the song sheets 
were a bad idea in the theater, be¬ 
cause of rustling through the film. 

How did you decide on The Sound 
of Music? 

We were going for queer con¬ 
tent initially, like Doris Day in 
Calamity Jane, but there was no 
competition for The Sound of 
Music. 

It's not an obvious choice for a 
gay film festival. Except for the 
notoriously saccharine sweetness 
of the Rodgers and Hammerstein 
story and music, there's nothing 
specifically campy about it. How 
did it work for its first gay and 
lesbian audience? 

Not specifically campy? What 
about the nuns? What about the 
trousers made of old curtains? 
What about Eleanor Parker? 

The audience response was ex¬ 
traordinary. We invited the drag 
performance artist Ivan 
Cartwright to host the evening in 


the persona of a long-lost Von 
Trapp relative, Countess Candy 
von Floss! Candy wore an Austri¬ 
an dirndl (made out of old cur¬ 
tains, of course) with curtain rods 
d la Carol Burnett. She warmed 


up the audience, and there was a 
fancy dress competition with 
much of the audience dressed as 
their favorite characters. But the 
complete coup was the prize for 
best-dressed nun. As it turns out, 


we had a real nun in the audience 
who came with some very 
straight-looking friends. Of 
course, she won the competition 
and received a standing ovation 
from the crowd of 500 people! ▼

style bacchanal of tasteless 
warm-up acts, drag queens, door 
prizes and the general revelry that 
happens when folks share a 
beloved cultural landmark and are 
hellbent on having a good time. 
Something like a Slap-A-Long 
Mommie Dearest. 

It didn’t conform to expecta¬ 
tions. The Sunday matinee was 
dominated by mothers and their 
underage children. Only four 
spectators came in costume: three 
unshaven nuns and one lonely 
goatherd. Things got more Cas- 
troesque when the drag queen 
Mistress of Ceremonies ascended 
the stage wearing the legendary 
Von Trapp drapery-cum-play- 
clothes. With shades of Carol Bur¬ 
nett and the immortal Went With 
the Wind skit, one thick curtain 
rod traversed her broad shoulders 
and extended a foot in each direc¬ 
tion. She breathlessly greeted us 
with the predictable line, “I saw 
this hanging in the window and 
just had to have it!” 


We were then instructed to dig 
into a bag of tricks located under 
each seat. Inside was a card with a 
question mark on one side, and 
the ubiquitous painting of Julie 
running with pink pumps, giant 
satchel and guitar on the other. In¬ 
ventory also included fake edel¬ 
weiss, a swatch of fabric and party 
noisemakers. At various moments 
in the movie, we were told to sing, 
clap or wave eidelweiss over our 
heads like a bunch of ninnies. 
After instructions for prop usage 
were given, and the costumed 
ones were paraded onstage and 
properly embarrassed, the movie 
at last began. It had been eons 
since I saw this old chestnut — 
who knew how it would look 
these days? Expectations were fair¬ 
ly low. 

High/low camp 

The print was gorgeous, the 
sound strong and clear. I came.for 
a fest of poking fun and got an 
outpouring of sweet nostalgia in¬ 
stead. What was happening? We 
all came to laugh at this tower of 
hypoglycemia, didn’t we? Well, 
maybe not. I was forcefully re¬ 


minded of the high camp/low 
camp dichotomy that day. Even 
before those glorious Alps gave 
way to Andrews announcing that 
they are, in fact, alive, I was re¬ 
minded of one basic fact: The 
Sound of Music is a brilliant 
movie. As camp, it has about as 
much in common with Mommie 
Dearest as All About Eve does with 
Queen of Outer Space. 

I was caught with my cynicism 
down. Of course, The Sound of 
Music is gooey, maudlin, long, and 
wholesome in the extreme. It was 
made that way. But I had forgot¬ 
ten just how spectacular it looks 
and sounds, and how powerfully 
it builds its emotional storytelling. 
Why fight it? There are far more 
guilty pleasures in this world. 
After all, there’s nary a clunker in 
the score, with each tune worthy 
of your own shower interpreta¬ 
tion. The works of nature and the 
works of humans have rarely been 
more lovingly shot. 

And then there’s Julie. She has 
proven herself to be a gauche and 
limited actress through the years, 
but how sweetly perfect she is 
here. That five-octave voice needs 


no introduction, but her knack for 
comedy and deadpan delivery is a 
surprise all over again. No one else 
in the cast rises to her standard, 
but she and the odd mix of kids, 
nuns and Nazis won me over. By 
the time the dog bites and the bee 
stings, I was ready to toss the 
goodie bag, forget the interactive 
nonsense and simply revel in this 
masterpiece of sentimentality. 

The Sound of Music began as a 
Broadway musical with Mary 
Martin, and on stage it had been a 
success of the second highest 
order, somewhere close, behind 
unequivocal hits such as The King 
and I and My Fair Lady. When the 
film version was released in the 
spring of 1965, it was met with 
much critical flatulence. “The 
Sound of Mucus” sniffed one re¬ 
view, while others dwelt on its 
hokum, its plastic and sanctimo¬ 
nious acting, and its deeply-felt 
lack of realism. The mewling, arti¬ 
ficial children got their share of 
critical drubbings, as did a heavi¬ 
ly varnished Eleanor Parker as the 
wicked Baroness. “All that was a 
sugar lump on stage has, courtesy 
of the super-spectacular screen, 
become an Alp,” sneered Judith 
Crist of The New York Herald Tri¬ 
bune. 

Nobody cared what she wrote. 
Most critics were too busy looking 
at the trees to see the rich forest 
before them. Audiences went to 
this as swallows go to Capistrano. 
Legends arose of people seeing it 
every day. The Sound of Music be¬ 
came The Sound of Money and 
the #1 box-office champ in movie 
history. The Academy was not 
cowed by the critical intelligentsia 
when it tapped The Sound of 
Music for five awards, including 
Best Picture and Best Director for 
Robert Wise, the same guy who 
delivered West Side Story to 
thrilled moviegoers in 1961. 

Social climbers 

With 36-year hindsight, it’s 
hard to understand why critical 
consensus was so nasty. The Sound 
of Music is so much more than 
merely saccharine. “Do Re Mi” is

one of the most fiercely well-edit¬ 
ed songs in musical history. 
“Climb Every Mountain,” sung 
with the fervor that only comes 
with true religious conviction, 
would have made a believer out of 
Nietzsche. Andrews’ rendering of 
the title song is shot with an awe 
for scenery and voice that has 
never been equaled. Once she 
doffs those postulat^rags, she 
reeks of sexual desire for her em¬ 
ployer, played by a cool Christo¬ 
pher Plummer. Do we have here 
the beginnings of some interesting 
dysfunction? Their romance is 
hardly Gene Kelly-Debbie 
Reynolds simple. Beneath the 
frosting are real adults dealing 
with real feelings. That dance on 
the patio says it all, and the sad- 
der-but-wiser Baroness knows a 
threat when she sees one. 

The Sound of Music has never 
gotten enough credit for pushing 
the movie musical genre to new 
heights of maturity. The Nazis are 
fairly benign here, but no one had 
ever uttered “fascism” and “musi¬ 
cal” in the same breath. Consider 
what came after Captain Von 
Trapp refused to join the party 
and the family made their danger¬ 
ous escape from Austria: the failed 
utopia of Camelot, Nancy’s mur¬ 
der and the thieving urchins in 
Oliver!, the dispossessed Jews in 
Fiddler on the Roof, the Nazi men¬ 
ace in Cabaret, and the assassina¬ 
tion of Barbara Jean in Nashville. 
Rolfe’s betrayal at the cemetery is 
a far cry from the easy charms of 
Singin in the Rain, and later-day 
musicals owe something to the 
film’s well-drawn storm clouds of 
World War II. 

So go. You’ll have fun. Sing 
your guts out, if you want. Boo the 
Baroness and hiss the Nazis as in¬ 
structed. Come as a flibberdigib- 
bit, a will-o’-the-wisp, or a clown 
if you so desire. Chances are the 
Castro crowd will be a lot rowdier 
and more sartorially endowed 
than the folks in London. Is that 
something good? You decide. The 
Sound of Music can stand with or 
without any extra needle pulling 
thread. ▼

dgar G. Ulmer is one of the 
more provocative auteurs 
in movie history. His prove¬ 
nance is impeccable in its early 
phases. A set designer, production 
designer, and/or co-director with 
the likes of Max Reinhardt, Mur- 
nau, Lang, and Lubitsch in the 
1920s, he joined the parade of Vi¬ 
enna’s emigre intellectuals who 
came to America and changed its 
artistic landscape. In 1934, he 
made the Universal classic The 
Black Cat, pushing the limits of 
acceptability even for that period’s 
gruesome horror films. 

A year later, he was toiling in 
the depths of poverty row. He 
began this part of his career by 
making bargain-basement West¬ 
erns under a pseudonym, then di¬ 
rected a series of cheap ethnic- 
market movies — Ukrainian, Yid¬ 
dish, black — before moving into 
the phase for which he’s best 
known: a string of stylish low- 
budget 1940s horror films and 


noirs ( Bluebeard, Strange Illusion, 
Detour, The Strange Woman, Ruth¬ 
less). Ulmer’s early fall from grace 
was probably due to his cuckold¬ 
ing of the son of a powerful Hol¬ 
lywood mogul. His well-known 
personal intransigence and refusal 
or inability to put commercial 
considerations over aesthetics 
must also have been major factors. 

Ulmer may have been bitter 
about his change of fortune, but his 
extreme productivity from the 
mid- 1930s to the early 1960s speaks 
of an artistic temperament engaged 
with even the most improbable 
projects, and stands as an object les¬ 
son to budding filmmakers every¬ 
where. Most of these projects were 
made for tiny PRC, one of Holly¬ 
wood’s least luxurious studios. In 
the case of his unquestioned mas¬ 
terpiece, Detour, the lack of re¬ 
sources Ulmer suffered at PRC is 
reflected to powerful effect in the 
film itself and in the lives of his 
shabby, bitter, desperate characters. 

Detour, now out on DVD, has 
one of the more convoluted plots 
in noir, packing a flashback struc-

(1974), for which he did all the 
pictures, and which I’m sorry to 
say I sold years ago when I was 
broke. Brainard’s images here of 
cups, dandelions, goldfish and 
landscapes are very fresh, and 
work beautifully with and against 
the words. “I tried to relate at cer¬ 
tain points,” he said, “but in factu¬ 
al ways, not in emotional ways.” 
And this peculiarly American 
manner of working — we invent¬ 
ed “cool” and heroes who can't 
communicate — gives his work its 
special charm. 

There’s lots of charm in his 
Fairfield Porteresque landscapes, 
and in his well-observed paintings 
of his dog Whipporwill (’73-’74), 
which try to equal Degas’ paintings 
of horses. But the best things in the 
show are Brainard’s “simple” 
graphite-on-paper portraits of his 
poet and painter friends. These are 


both accurate and psychologically 
revealing. A young Bill Berkson 
with long hair and a steady gaze; 
performance poet Anne Waldman, 
nude; and Alex Katz, with his un¬ 
blinking intensity. And their “no 
comment” depth is very moving. 
Or, as his poet friend Ann Lauter- 
bach says in a poem for him, “it is 
enough/ not to have desire/ but for 
how the day folds open/ small nap¬ 
kin/ on a wide table.” Brainard 
shows us how big the world can be, 
and he does.it sincerely, without 
any fuss. ▼

thrown out for refusing his 
advances, though not be¬ 
fore leaving Haskell 
scarred. Roberts’ attrac¬ 
tion to the netherworld 
represented by Vera is evi¬ 
dent quickly: “She had a 
kind of beauty that’s al¬ 
most homely because it’s 
so real.” She instantly di¬ 
vines both the situation 
and his weakness, and be¬ 
comes his hectoring con¬ 
science, making blatant 
threats (“If you act wise, well, mis¬ 
ter, you’ll pop into jail so fast it’ll 
give you the bends!”) and offering 
mock sympathy (“I’d hate to see a 
fellow as young as you wind up 
sniffin’ that perfume Arizona 
hands out free to murderers!”) in 
the noir mode. Their relationship 
spirals into a nightmare of vitriol 
and sadomasochism, until the 
ironic and violent ending where he 
appears to be finally free of both 
Vera and Haskell. 

Detour was shot in a mere six 
days, a typical schedule for many 
of Ulmer’s low-budget films, but 
it bears his distinctive stamp 
throughout. Even a simple scene 
like Sue singing is rendered with 
poverty-row panache, with a low 
Dutch angle of Sue backed up by 
three musicians seen only in shad¬ 
ow. Forced perspectives and ex¬ 
pressionist motifs appear 
throughout, reinforcing the 
script’s vision of an unpredictable, 
ultimately terrifying world. 

Actor Tom Neal’s career, like 
Ulmer’s, was restricted mostly to 
B films, but unlike Ulmer, Neal 
wound up in similar straits to 
Roberts. In an eerie life-imitates- 
art episode, he went to prison in 
1965 for six years for killing his 
third wife. Neal’s hunky good 
looks, his air of wounded virility, 
and his skill at rendering screen¬ 
writer Martin Goldsmith’s styl¬ 
ized, rapid-fire dialogue make him 
one of noir’s most memorable be¬ 
leaguered males, even if he does 
appear duplicitous or delusional 


iq the end. Ulmer may have been 
inspired, too, by the similarity of 
his hero to himself. Roberts is eas¬ 
ily read as a double for the direc¬ 
tor — both men, artists living a 
marginalized existence in strait¬ 
ened circumstances. 

The great Ann Savage only ap¬ 
pears in the second half of the 
film, but as Vera she dominates 
every scene, controlling Roberts 
and mesmerizing the viewer with 
her commanding stare and hard, 
sharp words. Savage also manages 
to give this harpy a human side 
when she makes it clear that she’s 
dying of tuberculosis. Savage ap¬ 
peared only sporadically in film in 
the 1940s and early ’50s, but her 
reputation is secure on the basis of 
the unforgettable Vera.' 

Detour has always enjoyed a 
high reputation as one of the very 
best noirs, but for years it was only 
available in battered 16mm prints 
and lousy public-domain videos. 
The DVD, from Image Entertain¬ 
ment, is taken from the 35mm 
negative. While lacking any extras, 
this transfer is sharp and detailed. 
On the down side, it has several 
splicy sequences where the dia¬ 
logue is truncated and in one case 
missing. There’s occasional evi¬ 
dence of negative shrinkage and 
artifacts. Nevertheless, this is the 
best version around, and probably 
the closest we’ll get (outside a rep 
house revival) to experiencing this 
classic the way Ulmer meant it to 
be in 1945 in its first release. ▼ 


Poverty row panache

ture, an extended voiceover, a 
Cross-country trek, a possible 
murder and an “accidental” mur¬ 
der, an exchange of identities, an 
unforgettable femme fatale, and 
one of the most wretched, 
masochistic antiheroes ever into 
its 67-minute running time. The 
film opens in the presept, with A1 
Roberts (Neal) an unhinged 
hitchhiker trying to score a ride 
“east.” At a diner, he starts a fight 
with a customer who plays a juke¬ 
box tune that gives him the jitters. 
The song, the standard “I Can’t 
Believe That You’re in Love with 
Me,” was once his favorite. Its 
reappearance in this trashy setting 
triggers a flood of memories that 
explain how the once respectable 
Roberts has become a pathetic 
bum and psychological wreck 
wandering along the dark high¬ 
ways of postwar America. 

Dive through 

Roberts, it seems, was once a 
classically trained pianist working 
in a New York dive where his girl¬ 
friend Sue (Claudia Drake) was a 
singer. When she abruptly breaks 
off their relationship to head for 
Hollywood, he decides to follow 
her by noir’s most popular and 
deadly method of travel: hitchhik¬ 
ing. He gets to Arizona by fits and 
starts, and then meets Charlie 
Haskell, a flashy blowhard who 
takes him “all the way.” 

Typical of Roberts’ increasing 
bad luck, Haskell dies mysterious¬ 
ly during the ride in a heavy rain¬ 
storm. Instead of reporting this to 
the police, he freaks and decides to 
change identities with Haskell, as¬ 
suming no one will believe that he 
didn’t kill the other man. This 
also, of course, gives him a nice 
new car and a fat bankroll, though 
he spends much of his voiceover 
pleading his innocence in every¬ 
thing that happens to him. 

In a spectacular miscalculation, 
Roberts then picks up a hitchhiker, 
Vera (Ann Savage), who also rode 
with Haskell earlier, but was

M y infatuation with the ro¬ 
bust body, thick cock and, 
most of all, the infectious¬ 
ly happy personality of Nino Bacci 
has led me to some entertaining 
videos. The first is Alex & Bruno, 
a Canadian confection which fea¬ 
tures some intriguing residents of 
Montreal. They’re a bracing 
change of pace from Americans, 
not in the overwhelmingly feral 
way of Berliners, and certainly not 
in the robotic Czech manner. 
These Canadians, as depicted by 
director Andre Tardif, have a re¬ 
laxed sensuality that nonetheless 
simmers deeply. They always con¬ 
nect with each other, being ardent 
where we’ve come to expect only 
proficiency. They have big dicks, a 
frequency of foreskins, and inter¬ 
esting notions concerning the art¬ 
ful arrangement of body hair. One 
fellow has neatly latticed facial 
hair, which is as attractive there as 
the lack of any hair at all is around 
his crotch. 

Alex & Bruno has an admirable 
simplicity of structure. Better, its 
connecting scenes maintain the 
sexuality of the movie, instead of 
interrupting it. What I don’t like is 
the brevity of the whole thing. It’s 
considerably shorter than 90 min¬ 
utes, with nary a single sex scene 
that doesn’t feel foreshortened 
— scenes that we sense 
should be feasts come off as 
tasty snacks. And the 
constant cutaways that 
interrupt the sex for 
editing purposes are 
big-time amateur. There 
are other surprisingly 
inept mo¬ 
ments in 
Alex & 

Bruno — 
at one point, the film slipped dur¬ 
ing production, and the video re¬ 
tains images of the sprocket holes 
jumping by! 

Still, there’s Nino, whose duet 
with the extremely pleasant 
Michel Mattel provides the film’s 
juicy finale, and is, fortunately, the 
film’s only scene, to attain an ap¬ 
preciable 20-minute length. Mat¬ 
tel plays Alex, whose adventures 
the film details. We’re told he’s a 
voyeur, and as the movie begins 
we find him spying on a butch 
and muscular leatherman. In an 
opening number intense enough 
to have served as a finale, the dude 
applies gutsy abandon to servicing 
himself with a formidable array of 
dildoes, which range in size past 
therapeutic and entertaining to vi¬ 
sion-inducing. Groping his cock 
roughly and savagely kneading his 
nipples, the leatherman plugs a fat 


dildo up his ass and bangs the ex¬ 
posed end of it with another he’s 
taken in hand, all the while 
egging himself on with 
lasciviously mur¬ 
mured obscenities. At 
least I assume that’s 
, what they are, since 
he’s talking in 
French, which is what 
they speak in Montreal 
while sit¬ 
ting on a 
dildo. I’ve 
been 

known to speak it myself at such 
moments, and without even being 
in Canada. At any rate, the cliche 
sex phrases of porno are much 
more persuasively erotic when de¬ 
livered in a foreign language. And 
there are subtitles for the stuff you 
really need to know. 

Police action 

In the second scene, we find 
out that Alex is also an exhibition¬ 
ist, which gets him in trouble with 
the law. Shortly after Alex arouses 
himself on a balcony overlooking 
a congested thoroughfare, a cop 
arrives at his apartment. A com¬ 
plaint has been filed. The cop is 
rugged, hairy-chested but shaven- 
balled, and before long, his night¬ 
stick is poking out of Alex’s butt. 

As punishment, Alex is sent to 
a work farm in the lovely Canadi¬ 
an countryside, where his boss is 


none other than Mr. Bacci, herein 
known as Bruno, and looking per¬ 
fectly fetching with his denim 
coveralls hanging off one shoul¬ 
der. But wait a moment. First 
come two tasty scenes with other 
residents of the camp — a juicy 
duo, and a five-man romp. Then, 
Alex finds Nino jacking off in the 
hayloft, with the camera adoring 
.his solid physique, and the warm 
sun heating his golden skin. Fol¬ 
lowing some beautiful solo dis¬ 
play, and some expert cocksman- 
ship as the boys show off for each 
other, comes a scene that displays 
all of Nino’s appreciable qualities. 
To his looks and personality, you 
can add that he’s an accomplished 
sexualist. He’s romantic without 
losing a fierce edge, and he’s real¬ 
ly into making out. And beyond 
details like piercing blue eyes and 
dimples, see how his high cheek¬ 
bones let the muzzle of his face fit 
deeply into the crack of Alex’s ass, 
and how devoutly, sweetly succor¬ 
ing, he rims. 

Alex straddles Nino for some' 
hefty bouncing, in a fucking that 
becomes rather rough. The movie 
ends with Nino pumping out a 
somewhat anguished load as Alex 
Fingerbangs him rudely. Don’t 
miss the jovial outtakes with the 
final credits. T

The thought process behind 
Seal singing “This Could Be Heav¬ 
en,” the theme song to the Nicolas 
Cage/Tea Leoni winter holiday 
flick, might have had something 
to do with the success the one- 
named singer had with a song 
from a Batman movie. The song is 
almost as schmaltzy as the movie 
and might even earn Oscar con¬ 
sideration. The other new song on 
the soundtrack, Elvis Costello’s 
“You Stole My Bell,” reminded me 
of Aimee Mann’s recent sound¬ 
track work, Magnolia. The irony is 
that Costello and Mann have col¬ 
laborated in the past. The people 
who assembled The Family Man 
soundtrack earn extra points on 
the silly scale for including tracks 
by Mocedades (“Eres Tu”) and 
Mr. Big (“To Be with You”). Score 
composer Danny Elfman gets 
space at the end of the soundtrack 
with the instrumental main title 
and “Promise.”

S ome of the movies from 
which the soundtracks in 
this column are derived may 
have already come and gone, and 
rightfully so. Perhaps they’ve al¬ 
ready shown up on the shelves of 
your favorite video store, or on a 
pay-per-view channel. For some 
of these movies, it’s their sound¬ 
tracks that live on, long after the 
light from the projector fades. 

Snatch - Original Film Sound¬ 
track (TVT) is the b^st soundtrack 
of the bunch, and the one that 
stands the best chance of success. 
The 20 tracks are a mix of movie 
dialogue (Brad Pitt’s mumbling
